A$ Dick wa» born a Gentleman, and his Father 
before him, who could trace his genealogy in a 
flraight line up to King Edgar, it was foon refolved 
Dick ihould follow nothing but a genteel Profef- 
fion. The Reverend Mr. Swallow would fain have

mily; but prudently confidering that alt his In- 
tereft at Court, nbtwithftanding the pure Streams 
of royal Blood that flowed in hi» Veins^ had never 
been able to procure him a Living of above Forty 
Pounds a' Year, in all Likelihood his Son might 
' not be able to create any more real Friends at Sh 
Jameses than himfelf; that the Reverfion of the 
Curacy hecoutd net bequeath him, and that perhaps 
he might be unable even to obtain fo valuable a Liv- 
ing as he himfelf enjoyed: Add to this^ that now 
Mrs. SwaIlow*s Pruitfulnefs had demonftrated itfelf,^ 
after Seven Years Marriage, he was not without 
Hopes of having a Second, or even a Third Son, 
"who might either be a Lawyer or a Parfon (for he 
was refoived to have confined all his Iffue, had they

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" Sir (replied Mr. Evans) I never read a Wori 
•^ of Hippocrates \ and yet I think myfelf as good 
'* an Apothecary as any \n North IVales : And 
**' though 1 cannot read Virgil or Horace with any 
" fort of Relifli, I think I underftand Gallipot La- 
** tin as well as any of the Trade ; and never made 
** a Midake in a Conipofition, ever fincc the firft 
** Day of nny Apprenticefliip. And I warrant you 
** will make him as good an Apothecary as myfelf, 
^^ without knowing a Syllable either of Greek or 
«* Latinr 

Mr. Swallow had not an immediate Opportunity 
of anfwering his Broiher-in law, being at this cri- 
tical Jundure (when he had prepared no lefs than 
Ten Strings of Quotations, which he had formed 
into an extempore Syllogifm) fummoned to Dinner, 
the Fumes of the Barley-Broth diflipated every 
Shred of Learning, and left no other Subjed of 
Tnveftigation or Difledion than a Neck of Mutton 
and Turnips, which, in Defpite of Mr. Swallow^s 
great Attachment to the dead Languages, had the 
Rhetoric at prefent to attra<9 all his Attention. He 
neverthelefs entertained a very (hallow Opinion of 
his Brother's Underftanding and Parts, efpecially as 
it was very plainly deducible from his Keafoning 
that he intended Dick (hould be all his Life-time 
confined to the Counter; and whereas his Father 
had a much nobler Plan of Learning and Occu- 
pation for him.

PRAY, Mr. Critic,- what do you think of otir He- 
ro now? — I fuppofe you areafhamed to keep 
Company with fuch an illiterate Fellow as Dick- 
Swallow 9 — ymi expefted to have found him before 
this Time dealing but Greei Heroics by the Vo- 
lume, and Hebrew Roots by the Handful^ juft as he- 
might Simples : — But \f Greek ^nd Hebrew haver 
with you fach irrefiftable Charms to recommend a^ 
Man, I (hall not let Dick be defpifed upon this 
Score,— more efpecially as any derogatory Opinion 
precipitately formed of hrm, might prove hfghly de- 
trimental to him in his future Connexions and Ac- 
quaintance^ fome of whom may not only be Pcr- 
fons of high Rank and Quality, and of courfc great 
Merit and extcnfive Erudition, but profound Book^ 
worms, SLTid ty en walking Lexicons ; fo that rather 
than any Slur (hould be caft upon him for his Ig-- 
Borance oF the dead Languages, I will give him 
Credit myfcif . for a whole Chapter of Quota- 
tbns from Heftod^ Horner^ Sappho, P^'^y^ Horace^ 
Virgil, and thei reft of the Claffics. After all, you 
had better not provoke him (^ot m^> \x \%*^^ ^^ 
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fiime) to fo much Pedantry in any one Chapter^ 
which, though it may prove great Erudition, and 
of courfe afford high Elntertainment to you and all 
fuch profound Critics, may perhaps be extremely 
furfeiting and naufeating to the Majority of my 
Readers, who may imagine, if they had wanted fo 
much good' Reading, they would have had Recourfe 
to the Fountain Head, and read thofe antient Wri-.

DI G K had not been long bound Apprentice {o 
his Uncle, before he began to entertain a very 
defpicable Opinion, as^ well of his Mafler, as of his 
Profeffion ; and though he had not made any great 
Progrefs in the Clailks, he had acquired fufEcient 
Knowledge of them to render him vain of his own 
Abilities, and make him defpife thofe of his Uncle. 
Urged by thefe Motives he preffed his Father very 
hard to fend him to London^ where he might en-r 
^ large his Ideas and extend his Knowledge: But his 
Vather would liften to no fuch PropofaJs^, reprefent-

From this Time a ilrider Intimacy took place 
between Dick and Kah : Dick would read Story- 
Books, and even Plays to her, and fo well fuited. 
his PafTages to his Paifion^ that it was not long be- 
fore K^e was prevailed upon to believe,, as all the 
great Folks (he had read — (no, heard read) of bad:

Evans was forced into a Difbelief of her Virtue, 
when file began ta eniertain the moft favourable 
Opinion of it. 

It was this Circumftance, thus publickly propa- 
gated in the Streets of ^r/Xi&j/n, which could not 
foil founding upon the tabor of Dick's Ear, that 
made him precipitate his Journey to the Capital. 
All the Terrors of a Prifon prefented themfelves 
before him. He faw nothing but Hemp and Dun- 
geons, the Opprobrium of his Relations, the Ty- 
ranny of th€ Magiftrates, the Perfidy of his Mif- 
trefs, the Yelling of -the Bantling, all, all prompt- 
ed him to haflen his Journey for London, But 
what was he to do for a Support ?

His Land" 
lord*s Apprebenfions of an approaching Famine-^ 
diverted by tbe Goodnefs of his own Ale, ^ Spe- 
cimen of his Hoft^s Wit and Humour y tvbtch our 
Hero no way relijhes, Dick retires to Rejl — // 
ideally affaulted by bis Landlord, The Maid inter- 
fens^ and its Event, 

KATE's Venter every Day became more pro- 
minent, and the Urgency of DiclCs Expedi- 
tion confequently the more enforced itfelf. In a 
Word, according to her Reckoning, as well as that 
of our Hero, (he was now within a Month of her 
Time, fo that left (he might drop to Pieces a Week 
or two prompt Reckoning, he refplved to tarry no 
longer in Wrexham^ but fet off for Londan^ even 
though his Capital was ftill in fuch an unpromifing 
State. To this End he packed up his beft Suit of 
Cloaths, with as many clean Shirts as he could muf- 
ter, in an old Portmanteau belonging to his Uncle, 
and waited for nothing nav but an Opportunity of 
procuring himfelf his Father's old Dapper Mare, 
which he fpra long Time had his Eye upon, as (he 
was his only Hopes of Conveyance.

Territory of his Finances. Dick^ unaccuftomed to 
Peregrination, did not foHow the common Method 
of Enquiry upon arriving in a Town or Village ; 
that is, for the beji Inn in it ; which indeed mod 
frequently turns out the worji^ for two evident Rea- 
fons; Firft, becaufe it is the ufual Receptacle of 
Strangers, whom the Hoft imagines he has an ex- 
clufive Privilege to fleece »t Will ; and Secondly, 
that as Strangers they are not qualified to think 
whether they are well or ill treated, even according 
to the Exorbitancy. Now Dick took the direft op-

firaight forward to it. The Sign at firft ftaggered 
Dicky as it conveyed to him the Idea of a much 
better Inn than he had the Dedgn of fojourning at ;

He was u(bered into the 
Kitchen, where the Landlord was fitting before the 
Fire, occupying two Chairs, one being employed 
for the Support of his lame Leg, which he thought 
a fufficient Apology for preventing any one coming 
to the Fire 'On that Side. However, Dick found 
Placeenough for fqueezing in a Chair oppofite to

.in the Houfe ; he was anfwered, in the genuine Bo' 
ni/ace ftile, every Thing ; but, upon farther Enquiry, 
be found every Thing was comprized in a Remnant 
of a Hock of Bacon which had been drefled for Din- 
ner, and which our dero paid his Compliments to 
as foon 4is he could get at it. 

Though Dick's irrefiftable Appetite had hurried 
htm into this Extravagance (as he at prefent confi- 
dejed it) having a conftant Regard to the State of 
his Pocket, he eat not without fome intermitting 
CompunSions in the Heat of his Regale. The 
Landlord, who had kept a conftanf Eye upon Dick

and had even broke ofFinihe Middle of his favourite 
-hunting Story, juft at the very important Crifis cf

- pleat DiffeSion of the Hock of Bac^i, by fixing 
bis Eyes fo fiedfaftly upon him as to re1(jj^pd him of 
the great Devaftation he was making irt fde Fairil.

been the great Foundation of eating for the whole 
Week. The Hoftler (that is the Cook) brought 
the Cheefe, much againft her Matter's Inclination, 
who entertained not the lead Doubt that Dick 
'' would ihew as much Dexterity as a ScvA^^Vc^t w^^tv. 
this Subje&, as he had befop.© iivttfv KrvsA^mv^t >\y^tv 
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the Limb of the unfortunate Animal juft removed 
from before him, or that this would oe a Sequel to 
his Concert of eating, and would require nothing 
but Marrowbones and Cleavers to complete the 
Tn'o, 

Though the Hod could not refrain alking tlie 
Wench in an angry Tone, if the Gentleman had 
called for the Cheefe ? Dick was not thereby dif- 
countenanced from paying it a due Regard ; and 
had he not ordered a fecond Mug of Ale and drank 
the Landlord's Health, who was very ready to 
pledge him, he certainly would have arifen, lame as, 
he was, to have made a general Remove. Dick 
perceived the Landlord's Agitation of Spirit, which 
he at firft attributed to the Pain he might be under 
with his Leg ; but his Eyes being conftantly fixed 
upon him or the Table, and never making a grea- 
ter Excurfion than from him to the Cheefe, and

The Landlord having finiftied his Story precifely 

at the fame Time as he did the Mug of Ale, he 

told Dick he had an excellent Joke to tell him about 

theParfon, but ih^t it would lofe much of its Merit 

jfthe Mvtg w^9 iK)t replemthed, o\3Lt Yiaxo^^x^^A'^ ^ 
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againft his Will, called for Another Recruit : " And 
** now, Sir, faid he, I'll tell you how he ferved 
** Squire Smack the Day before Yefterday — the 
** DoQor would fain have had the Squire treat him, 
** but being tired of doing it to often, the Dofior 
•* agreed to tofs up for a Mug of Ale, and (won- 
** derful to think of) loft and paid for it : — But mind 
*• here comes the Joke, the Ale was no fooner 
** brought, than taking it in this Manner, he faid 
•* to the Squire, Here's to you,-—- — and, ha! 
" ha I ha ! — left juft as much for the Squire as I 
•' have done for you.'* 

This was a Piece of Wit Dick was neither pre- 
pared for, nor could much relifh, efpecially as he 
found a Replenition was to be the Price of the 
Joke. However, he fubmitted to the Tyranny of 
Humour, and fufFered his Landlord to call with a 
jocular Sneer for another Pot of Ale. 

Though £>/ViJ from the various Agitations of his 
Mind, and the uncommon Fatigue he had under- 
gone^ was much inclined to retire early to Reft, 
♦ he was neverthelefs prevailed upon, by the uninter- 
rupted Loquacity of his Landlord, to fit up two full 
Hours longer than he chofe, during which Tim« 
he was entertained with the private Hiftory of the 
whole Neighbourhood ; upon which, however, his 
Hoft prudently took care to caution him to Secrefy. 

Though Dick at length obtained his Difmiffion 
from the Kitchen, and was ftiewn to his Apartment, 
which was very far from being elegant, either in 
refpeQ to itfelf or the Furniture, yet it »vas fome 
Hours before he could refign himfelf up to Sleep.

To talk no longer in 
Parables, when Dick was upon the very Brink of 
Defpair, a Thought entered into his Head which 
afForded him great momentary Pleafure, in hopes 
of tiflFording his Landlord, by his chirurgical Skill, 
as much lafting Confolation by the Removal of 
his Pain. 

It (hould have been premifed, that Mr. Evanr, 
although his pharmatical and chirurgical Know- 
ledge was much circumfcribed, was poflefied of a 
Noftrum, which he fuccefsfully applied in many 
Cafes of Eruptions and Ulcers in the Legs, when 
various other Applications had been ineffeQually 
made.

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this Means to his Landlord^ and obtaining a fbitabl^

fluence. 

Thefe Reveries and Refleflions, by turns difa- 
greeable and agreeable, had employed To many 
Hours, that when Aurora began to dawn, Dick^ 
notwiihftanding his ftrong Difpofition to Sleep when 
he firft retired to Heft, had made but a fmall Pro- 
grefs in the deftined Bufinefs of the Night.

felf, faying, ! he was not certain whether he Ihould 
fojourn till the Afternoon, as/it depended upon i-he 
Retiirn of a Meflenger whom be had d if patched 
upoii fome pafticukr Rufmefs; but tlvat if his Af- 
fairs would let him tarry fo long, he would doubt- 
lefs do ihim&lf the Pleafure of waiting upon him. 

The Time now approached of the Hoft's rifing, 
ajid O/tf^ returned to the Inn, having prepared an 
interrogatory Speech concerning his Health, and 
the Recommendation of his own Abilities for re- 
Jtoring it. Th^ Hoft was charm^^ed with his Gueft's 
profound Learning and Skill, and wtis perfuaded 
•that he who.cQuld talk fo well concerning Progmf- 
tics and Diagmftics^ miift certainly have it in his 
Power to give him immediate Relief; To that D/V/^ 
was cherilhed and looketl upon from thfl^t Moment 
as one of the Family.

an Inn — DickV good Fortune with Bel vide ra. 

THE Difappointmcnt Dick met with from the 
Parhn^s pfeudo Charity, had a good deal mor- 
tified him: And upon his Return to ihe Inn, his 
Hoft perceived, by his DejeSion of Spirits, that 
fomething had happened to difpleafe him ; anu hav- 
i^4jy this time a high Opinion of our young (?j- 
/^^rwhofe Applications had already given him con- 
fi<fferable Eafe, he was very inquifitive into the 
Caufe of Dick*s Melancholy ; in regard to which 
our Hero at fird evaded fatisfying him; bi^t being 
more and more preiTed to reveal the Burthen of ^Jis 
Mind, he at length frankly told him what had 
pafled between him and the Parfori ; which furnifh- 
ed the Landlord with an Opportunity of comment- 
ing upon his Hypocrify and Avarice y which were fa 
well known in the Neighbourhood^ that his Pretenftont 
to Charity and Benevolence were a fianding Jeji in 
the Parifby ever fence a Parijhioner, ^vhoje Father 
had been principally inflrumental in procuring him ths 
Curacy^ actually perifhed for Want at his Door^

Flu(hed with this cariy Succefs, and animated 
with this confidcrable Addition to his Fund^ our 
Hero having taken Leave of his Hoft, and Kearti- 
\y curfed the Parfon, refumed bis Journey towards 
the Capital. Dick had pafled two Stages, and put 
tip at as many difiFerent Inns, when he found his: 
Cgfh, even in its aggregate State, would lad him 
but a very ftiort Time; and though he had at firft 
refolved io fa/I his Way up to London^ he began to 
find he had made no fmall IVIiPiake in" the Compu- 
tation of the Extent of his Journey, and the Flexi- 
bility of his Appetite: So that DiVy^'s Vanity was 
not a little mortified^in difcovering he was fo very 
bad a Geographer, and fo very erroneous a Philo- 
fopher.

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xmich to dor Hefo'& prefent Sa^isfaftion. A neigh- 
bouriog Squire, who was a celebrated Foxhunter, 
and had beien all the Morning the foremofl in the 
Chafe,. was tiirown fron> his Horfe in leaping a Six* 
bar Gate. Dick came up to him very opportune-^ 
)y, anci having performed Phlebotomy on him, he 
accompanied him tp. his Houfe,. which was a fevv 
Miles diftant, where Dick was intreated to pais a 
Day or twoy axtd wilh which he readily complied. 
The Squire foon recovered from^ the Hurt he had 
received by the Fall, and heaped many CompU- 
rreents upon Dick's Skill and Abilities, which by- 
1 he- bye was all the Recom pence he received ; fo 
that, at the End of three Days he look his Leave of 
the Stjuire, and; renewed his Journey without being a 
Farthing the richer for the Advice and Attendance 
het had given this celebrated Fcixhuntcr. 

The nearer Dick approached the Capital, the 
neaner he came to the Bottonj of his Pocket, and 
finding that his Qy^en Jan's Shilling was now be- 
come: the Svt0t total of his Stock, it was Time to 
think of fome Expedient for raifing the necefTary Sup^ 
plies.for the Turnpike Road to London, D/ck would 
hit upon no other Project than the Sale of his Horfe, 
refolving to walk the Reft of the Way up to Town : 
But ther6 were two very material Otyedions, whick 
did not then occur to himu — The firft was the Want 
of i Pucchafer, and the fecond that he was one 
hufidjred Mile^ W. N. W. pf the Meridian of Lon^^ 
d^fL However, the firft was prefently removed by 
his Landlord's agfeeing to give him Forty Shillingtf 
for his Beaft, though he had no Mannir of Occajiom 
far him \ and his Plan of Travelling was changed 
by the Information he received of the real Diftance 
of the^ Capital, and the Arrival of the Chefter Stage 
with a vacant Place. 

Difk looked upon this as a lucky Eyent, and 
C 4. ^^\i?^ 
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though he flood out luftily for fomc Time to have 
the Forty ShiUings tranfmuted into Gold, when the 
Coach was upon the Point of departing, his Refo- 
lutlon failed him, and he took the Money andl^ 
vacant Place. 

Our Hero now confidercd his Fortune as already 
made, that is, that nothing could prevent his get- 
ting to London^ but the breaking down of the Coach, 
or the Death of the Driver ; fo that he preftrnily 
began to contemplate the Company he had got in- 
to, and foon joined in Converfation. 

Among his fellow Travellers the firft who at- 
traSed his Attention was a tall raw-boned Figure, 
with a fhabby laced Coat and a Cue Wig, who 
l)roke Silence, with, *' Upon my Shoul now, this 
*' Scoundrel of a Coachman^/V/fo very^<?w, that, 
'* by Jajusy 1 believe I (hall be in Town a Week 
** later than I arrive ; and if Mr. Mac Connor ^ the

" comes back, and fo (hall lofe the Opportunity of 
" receiving 500 /. which I paid to myfelf in Dub- 
•* //«, that I might receive it in London,** — ** 1 pre- 
** fume. Sir, faid Dick^ that you are an Irijb Gen- 
•* tleman." ** Upon my Shoul, Sir, now you arc 
** quite out ; you may fee by my talking, that I 
** could never get at the Brogue in all my 
^* Life, though I've lived in Ireland ever fli^ce 
** I was born. — ^Not at all — I am an Englijhman^ 
** lean affure you. Sir — I've only been t'other Side 
•* of the Water for a little Amufement, and to fee 
•* my Relations, who are all Englijhmen as well as 
•* myfelf. My Father, Sir, was Knight of the 
•' Shire for — bo, bo, bo — how do you call the 
** County where London ftancfe ?" — " Mtddlefex^ 
** Sir, I believe you mean, faid Dick'* ** Ay, by 
^ my Shoul, you arc very right ; I ^mean Middle- 
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** Effex, He ferved in four Parliament!», and was 
** offered a Place at Court, but upon my Shout 
** now he refufed it, though they would have fent 
** him over Lord Lieutenant oi Ireland^ and you 
** know that was his own Country." 

By this Time a meagre Figure, who fat next to 
Dick^ and who, by the various Agitations of his 
Shoulders and Features, teftified no fmall Difg\ift 
at the H/^^rw/WsRhapfody, interrupted him. '*Qoi 
" eft ce quec'eft toutes ces fottifes, qui'l nou« dit ; 
** jai etc au fervice pendant plus de dix ans — jii fer- 
** vi en Allemagne — a 1* ^merique — aux Indes — et- 
** pardi partout, et je ne fais pas un tapage com- 
" mecelal" 

Mr. G*Galltgan (which they afterwards found 
was the firft Orator's Name) refumed with, ** 'Pon 
** my Shoul now, no Body iwderftands you, you 
** may as we well XtWl Ar aback, '''* " No Body un- 
** deriland me (replied x\\t Frenchman abruptly) den 
•* you mud be all des ignorans, des barbares, des 
** Iroquois ; not onderftand de Langae univerfelle, 
** which be fpoke all over de Verld, in allde Courti 
** of Europe^ et que diantre — you pretend to be dc 
" Gentilman and no onderftand dt French T* 

" O Sir (faid O'GalUgan). if you call my Gen- 
'* tility in queftion, upon my Shoul you call my 
" Life too in queftion j and look you here (drawing 
** a Piftol out of his Pocket) I fball infift upoa 
*' Satisfadion if you do not fwallow your Words. 
" fafter than you can ate them." 

*• You want de SatisfaSion of me (the French' 
" man anfwcred) by Gar, I am very ready to givc: 
" it you, for though I have been oblige to leave ma 
" Patrie for an Affaire d^Honeur^ I can teach de 
** EngUs a littel Politeffe with de Point of my 
'* Sword.'' 

C s. " Poh,, 
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*^ Poh, poh [cried O'GalUgan) what' is your Af- 
*' fair d^Honcur as you call it, perhaps killing a 
•* Man or twaat moft ; why I have left five, at a* 
*^ Time fprawling before the Fire at Lucai^s,'^ 

This extravagant Rhodomontade fet them all a 
latighing,; and the female fellow Paffenger, who 
had not till now opened her Mouth, entered into 
Gonverfation, which diverted the Combatants^ from^ 
€X)ming to fuch Extremities as there was fome Roa^*- 
fon to apprehend from the Wami Manner in which 
they argued, and their own modeA Accounts of 
their Fcatsof Bravery. 

They foon difcovercfi. that (he was an A^ftrefsj. 
and was returning from the Dublin Theatre^ where 
her Expedations had been dirappointed, the tall Mar 
nager being in Arrears with molV of his Performers, . 
fo that.having had her Benefit, ihe was mating, the 
bcfl of her Way to Londofty in hopes of being en- 
gaged for the enfuing Seafon,, noiwithftanding the 
folemn Agreements entered into by the Managers 
of both the Theatres of not employing ever attcr. 
acy that (hould defert the Englijk Banner. 

Belvtdera^ for it was in this Chara6l^r (he gene-, 
rally figured, had gained fome Applaufe upon the 
Dublin Theatre, as well from her Merit as an Ac- 
trefs, as from her Beauty as a Womajij and (he 
had therefore the greater 'Hopes of fuccceding. in^ 
London^ wheje (he had before received f© met Over- 
tures of an ad vamtageoujj Nature from a: Nobleman 
of the firft Rank.. AH thefe Talents, Charms., and 
Hints uniting together to attrad the Attention of 
her fellow Travellers^ ejvery- one end^^roured to 
particularly demonftratci his Affiduity ; and of cicwrfe 
ibe travelled at f rce Coft^ though in, all Appearance 
Ihc was. the rnofl able of the/oui to. bear the Ex- 
pence. 

Being^ 
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Being arrived at the Inn where they were to pafs 
the Night, the Frenchman very politely defired her 
to order Supper, and begged as they had mad'e but 
an indifferent flying Dinner, (he would confider, as 
they do in France^ that Supper fliould ^vrays be 
looked upon as the bed Meal. A vifible Change of 
Countenance appeared in the Hibernian Hero as 
well as Dick J at this earneft Requeft, yet they en- 
deavoured to hide the Emotion it gave them, and 
with a forced Complaifance feconded the Defire. 
The Lady was eafily perfuaded to go into the Kitchen 
and order as good a Supper as the Houfe could af- 
ford. 

At Supper the Frenchman fung a little Air of his 
own compofing, nor was Teague behind hand with 
him, for he roaref out a Tipperary Catch with fuch 
Vociferoufnefs that he alarmed the Neighbourhood ; . 
and Dick in turn was compelled to fing. It may be 
imagined Belvidera was not pafTed unnoticed : (he 
affiled in the Concert ; and every one Teemed to 
vie with each other in being as agreeable as pof^ 
fible. 

The Hour of'Reliremenr now approached, and " 
they were fhewn to their rcrpe6tive Apartments. 
Dick*s Spirits were greatly exhilarated with Wine, 
and the fparkling Eyes of Belvidera had received « 
frefh Luftre from the circulating Glafs ; Carroty 
Kate's mod enticing Charms were ail eclipfed by/ 
Comparifon, 

And then (he could talk. 

Good Gods ! how (he could talk f 

Such a rapid Revolution of Ideas naturally centered '^ 
in Nature, and the Blood of King Edgar began to » 
glow in every Vein. Dick was by this Time .un- 
dreffcd all to his Breeches, and in endeavouring to > 
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divcft himfclf of ihefe, foch a powerful Advocate 
pleaded the Caufe of Love, that he no longer he- 
fitated taking a Refolution of repairing to the Lady's 
Bed-chamber. 

He had wiftied her Good-night upon the very 
Threflioid^ fo that had not even natural Sympathy 
ilttraSed him to the Spot, he could eafily have dif- 
covered it without inquiring. 

Dick had explored his Way half the Extent of 
the Gallery^ when he laid his Hand upon fome" 
thing animate, which in a faultering Voice cried 
cut, Eb / diantrfy ejl cequilya des revtnui id ? and 
he had not gone two Paces farcher before he ran 
full butt againft another Being, who exclaimed 
with fomcwhat more Emphafis, '** By St. Patrick^ 
** I believe the Houfe is haunted." Dick knew 
the Voice too well to fufpeft his being aught but 
Fle(h and Blood upon a very carnal Errand ; fa 
that he ftepped of one Side and got to his Dulci- 
nea'sDoorjuft a.s the two peripatetic Lovers be- 
gan to joftle in the Dark.

till Monfieur, by the repeated Cry of Murder! 
de leeves I'^^-^mejhallbe.kill I M'fericorde ! brought 
the Chamberlain and half a doz,en others with 
Lights to his Afliftance ; when he was found in a 
nioft lamentable Situation, the Blood, llreaming 
from his Nofe, his Eyes fealed up, and, oh Grief 
of Griefs^ both his fliam Ruffle Sleeves torn from 
his Flannel half Shirt, 

J^fJvJdera^s Qmofity had not been left excited 
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than that of the other' Lodgers in the Inn, fo that (be 
had run out in her Shift to fee what was the Caufe 
of all this Outcry. In the mean while Dick dipt in- 
to her Room, and when (he returned and faftened 
herfelf in, (he found (he had imprifoned more than 
one. She feemed at firft greatly difpleafed with the 
Liberty he had taken, and was going to call for Af- 
fiftance, upon his not complying with her Orders of 
quitting indantly her Chamber; but, as great a Ruf. 
tic as Dick was, he found the Means of appeafing 
her Wrath, and by Degrees fo far gained upon 
her Inclinations as at length to obtain a tacit Per«» 
mi(fion, of repofing upon the fame Pillow with 
her ihat Night. . 

The Hi^tfrm'tfff, having waflied his Hands of G^a/- 
lie Blood, repaired to Belvidera^s Door, and having 
rapt, without any Notice being taken, as (he was at 
prefent fomewhat more imfiortantly engaged, he 
cried in a pretty loud Whifper through the Key- 
hole, " 'Pen my Shoul now, if you're afleep I won- 
** dcr you do not hear me." She had juft recover- 
ed her Senfcs from an agreeable Reverie when thefe 
Words were uttered, which occa(ioned both her 
and Dick to burft into fo loud a Laugh, as might 
have convinced any but the Hibernian Hero, that 
his defired Poll was already filled ; but he, fo com- 
pletely intent upon his Defign, never tiiought of 
iiftening to the inward Voices. Belvidera now a(ked 
him what he wanted ? To this he replied, /oVr^^i i/^- 
on that precious Foot that trod upon mine about an Hour 
ago. Jimagining that fuch Declarations might induce 
her prefent Bed-mate to image more Familiarities 
had pafTed between her and the Irijbman than real- 
ly had, (he told him, with fome Emotion, If be did 
not immediately depart /he would call for Help, as fie 
knetp nothing of him f and imagined he was a Robber. 
This Declaration, joined to her ivtv^v^% iKe. Be.\l 
wJthnoUttk Violence, dcum\t^^^ \!w^ tViUttuau^ 
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Swain to a make a very precipitate Retread, a^d left 
Did in the PoflefTion of all her Charms. 

DfcJt prudently regained his own Bed asfoon as it 
was Day light,* and when the four fellow Travellers 
were fummoned to Breakfaft, none would have 
fufpeded that they had all heen fuch capital A^rs, 
in fuch different Scenes, had not the Frenchman % 
black Eyes fo particularly bore Witnefs againft him. 
However he was eafily prevailed upon to (bake 
Hands with Mr. O'Galligan^ and in looking in the 
Glafs made no other Remonftra^ice than, Eh Ivmla 
lapolitifft Angloife, 

They were after a (hort Brcakfaft replaced in the 
Stage, and Mirth and good Humour fecmed to 
reign in every Countenance but ihe Frenebmanh^ 
who, in defpite of all his national Vivacity ajid Fri- 
volity, could not furmount the Drubbing he had 
met with the preceding; Night, faying a Thruft 
through the Body would not have half fo much af- 
fe^ed him, but that it was.fo ignoble, and fo deba- 
fingto aMan of Qualityto appear in the Metropolis 
with fuch Mark« of Barbarifm about him, that ha 
muft be obliged to take a Lodging in fome obfcurc 
Cottage till he had recovered his ufual Appearance. 
As to A'/wV^r^?, having a Defign to pay a Vifit 
lo her Mother who refided at N$rthamp4on (he took 
a PofKGhaife at Chippmg-Norion in order to crofi , 
the Country^ but not without having nude many 
Proteftations of Aflc^on to -D/Vi, and given him ^ 
litF. DireSipn when (be (bould be in Town., . 
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C H A P. VIIL 

Sme geographical and typogrophicai Remarks upon 
tbi Sitidation of London. Dick'/ Arrival there ; the 
Reception he meets with at the Inn^ and the Know-^ 
Udge be obtains, 7 he Profpe^ which opens to bis 
View^ and the Opportunity which prefents it] elf of 
lolling in. bis Chariot. 

LONDON is moft certainly the Metropolis of 
. England'^ G or don^ Salmons, Echardy and a thou- 
iand. other Geo^iiphers;^have faid fo^ and I believe 
no Man in his Senfes will difpute it : This Metro*- 
polis then, the Emporium of Trade — the Center 
of Riches—- ^the Point of Gravitation of Wit and 
good Senfe— the Standard of Tafte^ — the Eflencc of 
Politcnefs-^the Manufactory of Beauty and the 
Bane of Chaftily, had naturally and fenfibly ftruck 
Dick*s Mind for fome Time. His Abilities {to him- 
felf) were unqueftionable : He undlcrftood the Claf- 
fic* better than his Uncle : And he had moft un- 
doubtedly got Kate with Child. It is true fhe was 
not of a cold Conftitution, andhad not a little afTifted 
in the Ground-Work of the Fabrication. More- 
over, he had by the moft direO: Ties of Confan- 
guinity, united the royal Blood of the Swallows- 
with the fair, the charming, the chafte (no not 
chaftc) the heroic, the fpouting Belvidera^ Add ta 
this, DichiiA not hold it either Treafon or Mifpri- 
fion of Treafon (no not even to TiJing Edgar y from 
whom h€ was lineally defcended) to iMk in a Glafs^ 
He had for forae time perceived a very penetrating. 
Eye, a very languilhing Look, a very well-turned 
Leg, an extreme foft Hand, and, above all, a broad. 
Pair of Shoulders. Dick's Complexion had pleafed 
himfelf; kehad but a very fmall Tinfture of the. 
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Clyfter-pipc Hue ; he was ruddy, his Hair inclina- 
ble to the Tandy, fomewhat (at times) approxima- 
ting to Kateh Carrots and Behidera^s Jet : But this 
he had learned to Tt&Uy with a black Lead Comb, 
and brought it always on a Sunday^ to a tolerable 
Brown. 

Thefe may be looked upon as the fundamental 
Principles of Coxcombifm in Denbighjbire^ North 
Wales : No fu^h Thing* — Dick had as much of the 
Ruftic in him as Parfons or their Sons for the Ge- 
nerality have. He never dared ogle the Girls at 
Church, and he had never attempted an Intrigue 
wiih any but Kate in Wrexham, But fet it not be 
imagined that his Ideas were naturally confined to 
fo humble a Sphere. We fee they already begin 
to expand, and as he approaches the Capitsil, his 
Notions refine, his Paffions purify, his Sentiments 
elucidate ; how furprifing yet eafy the Tranfition 
from Kate to Behidera, So thai though Dick was 
no Coxcomb in Denbigh (fave the black Lead Comb) 
he was not without Hopes of being a Fop in Lon^ 
don. He had, with amiable Ambition, heard of the 
thriving State of Phyfic in the Capital, where Me- 
dicines are taken rather as Preventatives than Reme- 
dies. He had heard of Dodors iolling in their Cha- 
riots, taking their golden Fees, keeping their Mif- 
trefles, and being paid by Duchefles, not for either 
Emetics or Cathartics, but pure Injc6fions. At 
JVrexham he was acquainted with the Power of thefe 
Applications : He knew, or he thought he knew, 
the beft Method of adminiftering them. Dick was 
therefore not without Hopes of keeping his Vehicle, 
and driving into the Fort e-coch ere of every difpofed^ 
or indifpofed Dowager of Rank, the firft Week of 
his Arrival in Town. 

How vain are human Hopes ! how ridiculous our 
moA promifwg Expeftalionsl how coutem^iblc 
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our moft elaborate Schemes ! Dick came to Town 
literally at the wrong End of it : He arrived in 
JVhitecbapely v/'xih fevan Ptna three Farthings Ster- 
ling, in his Pocket. 

It was between Ten and Eleven o^Oock at Nighty 
and having no Recommendation in Town, he ne- 
cefFarily put up at the Inn where he alighted. The 
next Morning he rofe early, and calling for the 
Chamberlain, threw down his capital Piece of Spe- 
cie for the Payment of his Lodging : But what was 
his Surprize, when he was informed he muft add. 
another fimilar Piece to it before he could obtain 
his Difmiflion. He informed the Chamberfain, with, 
a faultering Voice, he had no more Money in the 
World except feven Farthings,- which he produced,^ 
and which he would willingly have given him to 
have appeafed his Wrath, which began ere now to 
be very vifiblc and difcernible in his Looks : How- 
ever, efpying his Portmanteau upon the Chair, he 
foftened his Tone, enquiring if he had no Friend 
whom he could fend to for Affiftance, to which 
Dick very innocently and truly replied in the Ne- 
gative. *• Why then, continued the Chamberlain, '^ 
** keeping his Eye upon the Portmanteau, you muft 1 
** even make fome Money, which many as good a ' 
** Gentleman as yourfelf has been obliged to do be- 
" fore now.'* " Make Money (anfwered Dick) 
** with all the Ignorance and Simplicity in the 
" World — Why that's a hanging Matter, and I'm

" Pfliaw (replied the Chamberlain) I perceive 
*' you do not underftand me: I don't mean you 
•* fhould coin, young Man, but I fuppofe you have 
" got fomethingof Value with you that you may 
" pledge for more than you will have Occafion for 
*• 31 rhi5 Ju/}(5iure." 
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Dick by this time began to comprehend him/ 
and having opened his Portmanteau, the Cham- 
berlain told him, ** one of ihofc Shirts would pro- 
** cure him three or four Shillings, and if he would 
** inlruft him with it, he would return with the 
** Money in an Inftant.'* This gave DicA infi- 
nite Confolation, and he would have preffed two 
Shirts upon the Chamberlain inftead of one, had he 
not repeatedly told him one would be fufficient. 

The Chamberlain returned in five Minutes, and 
brought him Five Shillings, and a little Ticket, 
which was Arabic to our Hero; but the whole My- 
ftery was foon explained, and the Facility of raifing 
Money appeared fo agreeable and eafy, that he or- 
dered a Breakfaft upon the Strength of it, and^ 
Moth-like fairly eat out his Shirt, before^ he de- 
parted from the Inn. 

He had received fuch ample IndrufWans con*- 
cernring the obtaining of future Sums upon the Re- 
fidue of his fmall Wardrobe, that he foon and eafi- 
ly made a Conveyance of it from his Uncleh at 
Tf'rexham to his Uncle* s in London, 

But before we have reduced Dick to his lad Shirt, 
and his only Coat, we muft take Notice what Ad- 
ventures he met with in the Expenditure of this 
ufurious Capital, and whether he flood any Chance 
of eftabliihing himfelf pharmatically or medically 
in the good Graces of the Ladies. 

i>/V>^ had already been three Weeks in London^ 
and he did not yet keep his Coach, no not fo much 
as a Poft-Chaife, or a one Horfe Chair ; he had not 
yet, with all his Abilities, or with all his Induftry, 
raifed a fingle Guinea.

''HILST Dick was at Supper at the Irni in 

Whiteehapel, two yt)ung Fellows, jufl aligh- 
ted from their Horfts; booted and fpurred, came 
into the Room where he was, and having called 
for a Shilling'} Worth of Punch, drank to Dick^ 
an^^ intreated him to drink with them. Their Ap- " 
pearmicc was fo genteel, and their Converfation ap* ^ 
peared to him fo enlivened, that he readily oonclud* | 
cd they were Men of Fortune, and gladly embrac- ^ 
ed the Opportunity of engaging with fuch good^^ 
Company. A-Trer three or- four Bowls were ex-^^ 
haufted, as well as the Toafts of all the celebrated 
Women of Phsidnc ^bom Covent-Garden, they p^^ 
pofed calling a Coach to beat the Rounds^ andl^ 
vited Dick to be of the Party. Diek*s Ignorance j^ 
now demonftrated itfelf more than ever, an^he^^ 
was obliged to acknowledge that having been mHff 
few Days in Town, he wasquite unacquainted with 
the Methods of it. They told him they (bould foon 
(hew him the World ; and a Coach being called,. 
it was ordered to Coven t -Gar den. 

It was between teti and eleven o'clock when they 
fet forward from Whitechapel^ fo that they did not 
arrive in the Centtv of Frolic awA D^V^ojkOcv^x^ v^

Jaekcc^xAd 
get no farther ; the Table began to crack, and he' 
could not refrain from applying to the Peep-hole^ 
where he perceived the Jecond Edition of Cuckoldom 
complete^ with Additions and lUuftrations — by a Lady. 

Before Jack could finilh his Letter it was too late 
to fend it by that Night's Port ; fo that Dick and his 
Miftrefs had a Refpiie of another Day before Mr. 
Filkth Return to interrupt their njutual Felicity ; 
and to do them both Juftice, it muft be acknow- 
ledged they made the beft Ufe of their Time.

Did acknow- 
ledged his Error, which was occafiooed by his over 
Eagernefs to vindicate Mrs. Fiiiti ; and finding all 
his Remonftrances were in v^in, and that the more 
he endeavoured to invalidate the Accufation, the 
more in hSt he corroborated if, he packed up his 
Things and decamped. 

Mr. FilUi was too full of Ire to pay his Wife a 
Viiit at prefentj fo that he ordered Jack to lock 
her up in her own Apartment till his Return from 
waiting upon her Father, whom he went to ac- 
quaint with all that had happened, and to confute 
with concerning his future Behaviour towards his 
Wife.

Mr, Fillet finding he could get no other Satisfac- 
tion from his Faiher-in-law^ he went home in the 
utmod Rage againfl y^ck^ and gave him a found 
Drubbing for not tinging the Bell at the critical 
Minute* ** What were you about, you ScoundreF^ 
** at that Time ? Was it your Curiofity that pre- 
** vented you, or how do t know but you may have 
** enjoyed my Wife too at that very Moment ? I 
** fay, why did not you ring the Bell ?" To this 
Tune did Jack undergo a very fevere Horfe-whip- 
ping, which was the bandfome Recompence his Ma- . 
fler had promifcd him in cafe he made any notable 
Difcoverie«s 

But we muft leave Jack to the Enjoyment of (b 
meritorious a Reward as an Informer, and Mr FiU 
let to the Contemplation of his Folly, to give an 
Eye to D/ci, who isjuft hurried away unprovided 
with a Lodging, and who, if we do not look after 
him, may lie in the Street all Night.

Reafonsfor refohing upon a longer Stay in London. 
Commences Spouter — His ill Succe/s in that Capa- 
city » ReneuJS bis Aquaintance with Belvidera — 
'* difgujied'at her Lttkewarmnefs in bis Caufe, 
Makes Acqui^ntance 'voitb the minor A^ors, Tht 
little Advantage he is likely to receive therefrom. 

WHAT Step was no\^ the mod eligible for 
our Hero to take } He did not dare:- apply 
to his Father's Friend who had recommended him 
10 Mr. Filbt 5 there he imagined all his Difgrace 
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had ere this been publi(hed. To write to his Fa* 
iher, in order to reccncHe Affairs at Wnxhamy he 
apprehended would be attended with many Incon^ 
Teniencies. Young Mr. Swallow was by this Time 
in effe, and the Affair wastao recent for him to hope 
re^appearingy without fome Appreheniions of his 
Uncle carrying Matters to the greateft Lengths by 
Way of Revenge for the Lofs of" his Reputation in 
Point of Chaffity : Befides he was of Opinion that 
Kate might be weak enough to recant her Depofi* 
tion^ notwithftanding her Oath^ and he was igno* 
rant what the Confequence in that Re fpeS might 
be. Though perhaps his Fears upon thi>s Head 
were rather impregnated by Fancy than the Off"- 
fpring of Reality, yet as they were nurtured by In- 
clination and fome other paffionate Blandiihments^ 
tt i« not furprizmg they appeared to him in their 
mod formidable Drefs. The Truth is, Dick had 
no Sort of Inclination to return to Wales : He had 
already given too great a Swing to his libertine 
DifpoHtion, to adopt a reclitfe Life which would be 
rendered neceflkrily dill more referyed by his for- 
mer Slip; befides there was fomething that daz- 
xled his Fancy on the Score of Mrs. Fillit. Such a 
Conqucft appeared to him not the mere Efieft of 
Accident and her Hufband's Folly ; he could dif- 
cover no fmall Portion of Merit on his Side, which 
had determined her EleSion. 

He had alfo learnt that the Dramatic Heroine 
with whom he had been fo fortunate upon the Road 
from ff^aUsf was arrived in Town, and was a£iual- 
ly engaged at Drury-lane Houfe. This created in 
him a Variety of thoughts which he endeavoured 
to turn to his Advantage: He at firft conceived a 
Notion of coming himfelf upon the Stage, and pre- 
vailing upon her to recommend hitn to the Mana* 
ger ; and to this End he had already, commenced a 
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Member of H fpouting Qub ntw Templg^B^n'^ 
where he h«d attempt^ fome of the principal 
Speeches in Hmmku Otbelh^ J^ffier^ Offi4tlio, Om- 
mont^ R$mt9, and many other of the capital tragi*- 
cal Chraders : But it muft be owned the Applaufe 
\\k met with from the Reft of the Members of the 
Club, itas (o far from enhancing his Vanity upoA 
this Score« that he had the Mortification to find 
that the ftrong H^iljb Prominciation he retained 
was objefltcd to by them all, even by fome Sc§tch 
and lyijb Spoetera, wbofe difagreeable Brogaes 
jDitk thought mttch worfe than his own. His auk- 
ward Adion was pronounced another Obftacle to 
his Succefs in the tragic Walk, and it was univer- 
Tally agreed that he would never tread the Stage , 
with any Sort of Eafe and Gracefulnefs. 

It was n^, however, till after repeated Attempts 
that Did gave up all Hopes of fucceeding as an 
ASor J and even then he confidered the Stage as 
an Objea that might be inArumental in making his 
Portufie, and his Bthidira he imagined might be 
the indirefl Meafts of putting five or fix hundred 
Pounds that Winter into his Pocket. On this 
Pfcrumption he had no fooner found out where ihc 
lodged, thin he waited upon her. She received 
him very politely, dcfired him to breakfaft, and 
begged him to repeat his Vifits, which Invitation 
he failed not to profit of, and in a few Daya he ac* 
quainted her with the Plan of a new Comedy 
which he had (ketched, the principal Part where- 
of he prt>pofed writing for her. He had already 
t>ut together fome of the principal Speeches which 
fi^ begged of her to repeat in order to find whatEf* 
fed they would have when gracefully delivered* 
, She indulged him with the Repetition, but at the 
fame lime obferved, that though they contained an 
vtiknwt Deal 6tWit, ^d an immoderate Share of 
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the r/j GbMiM, flie was tpprebttifive At flKMlM 
ncTerimve the Honour of repeating them on th<ft 
Stage^ as ihe did not betieve the Manager would 
ever let her, play a capital Part in Comedy, her 
walk being chiefly confined to Tragedy. This In- 
formation did not a Utile difconoert DUk m ths 
Plan of his Drama, as he bad thrown together the 
Quinteflence of all his bright Thoughts in this co- 
mic Dialogue, which made him the more fanguine 
for the Reprefentation of his Piece : But he toM 
her, if ihe could have loHothce enough upon the 
Manager to get him to bring it on this Winter, he 
would not only make her a handfome Prefent §tit 
rftbe ProfiU^ but would certainlv write a Traredy 
againft the next Winter, the Heroine of miich 
ihould be entirely adapted to her Powers, 10 order 
to difplay them to the grt ated Advantage. 

Notwithflanding thefe advantageous and flatteN 
tng Propofats^fif/viiiri? couki not be prevailed upon 
to undertake the Commifiion, judictoufly obfervingi 
<* that the greateft Recommendation of the P^e 
«* would be its own Merit; and that thpugh flie 
** were to give it the higheft of Charaders, Mr. 
«i G ■ ■ » ■ I would certainljijudge for himfelf, and 
*^ that it would ftand or fall by its own intrinfic 
" Worth." 

Though Dkk could not help approving the Rec- 
titude of her Obiervatidn, he Was a good Deal dif- 
appointed in finding his Bilvidtra fo lukewarm in 
lus Caufe : And though her perfonal Charms had 
hitherto compleatly triumphed over his Chafthy^ 
and hehadfworn to her he thought her the fined 
and moil accorapliflied Woman he ever met vrith, ' 
he began now to difcern many Defers in her Per- 
fon andUnderflanding: In the firft Place, he dif- 
eovered ihe was very illiterate, was m>t only ig« 
Rorant of all the dead Languages, but frequently 
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made grammatjctl Mrftakes even in the Engiijhi 
and looking over her Letters, he perceived (he was 
not entirely fauhlefs in Point of Orthography ; and 
having fcrutinized her mental Accomplifhments, or 
rather Deficiencies^ he now defcended to her cor- 
poreal ones ; that the Cad with her Eye, which he 
had hitherto confidered as an amorous Leer, he 
could find out upon a clofer Examination was an 
abfolute Squint : That her Nofe was fomewhat a- 
wry, and too prominent ; that her under Lip was 
extra-proportionably thicker than the upper ; that 
her Teeth, though white, were not regular ; that 
her Complexion, which he had hitherto 
confidered as iht Brunette^ was fwarthy; and that 
the Rofes of her Cheeks were but artificial Flow* 
ers. Not content with the Analyfis of her Face; 
her Neck, her Breads, nay all her latent Charms, 
underwent the fame invedigation, and were all 
proportionably diminifhed in their Eflimation. In 
a Word, the amiable, the lovely, the irrefiftablc 
Belvidera, was become the infipid, difgufting nzuh 
feating Mrs. 

Thus did the mental as well as corporeal Accom- 
pliftiments of the Heroine fall a Vi«im to DUk's 
prefumpiupiis Opinion of his own Talents. This 
prefumptuous Opinion did not confine bis Plan of 
Operations to hei[ alone ; he affociated with moft of 
the minor Players ©f both Theatres at their great 
Rendezvous in Rujfel-Street : Here he reforted aK 
mode ery Evening, and foon acquired as good a 
Knack at Punning and Mimickry as any of the Imi- 
tators of F^7/<? and PFilkinfon. He attended all their 
theatrical Debates and Contefts, and. there was not 
the fmalleft Circumftance of Dramatic Scandal he 
was unacquai^l<^d with. When one ASor chal- 
lenged another for an Infult, and he anfwered it 
like a true Hibcrnhn^mih telling him, ** be would* 
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** not fight him, but he would break bis Head 
** wherever he met him," Dick enjoyed every 
Comment that was made by every felf-important 
AQor upon fo interefling a Subjed. 

But all thefe Difputes and Altercations never 
brought Dick one Whit nearer the ObjeS of his 
Defires, and though he was in the Center of Afti- 
on, he was likely to remain as much an uncon- 
cerned Spe£lator as ever. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Tbe Di/covery he af- 
terwards makes. Some ufeful Knowledge very ne* 
ceffary far every young Gentleman who would not be 
cheated^ and is not inftruHed in the gambling My* 
(leries of this Metropolis • 

T\ ICK ft rolling one Evening towards Charing' 
^-^ Cr<?/}(whUft his Plan of Operations ftill re- 
mained in this undetermined State) was attraded by 
the Number of Lamps which be perceived in a Bow 
Window in a GofFce-houfe up one Pair of Stairs: 
He went in, and found a Number of Perfons whofe 
anxious Countenances all denoted their Intereft and 
Connexions with the various Turns of Fortune 
which here revolved. This was the Temple of 
that Goddefs, who was worfliipped under the Form 
of two Ivory Balls that rolled upon a Table covered 
with Green Cloth, and which werepuflied back- 
ward and forward with certain fhaped Sticks. It 
were needlefs, after this, to fay this was a Billiard 
Room ; Dick faw Bank Notes circulate, and Gui- 
neas incefTantly fly acrofs the Table ; He had never 
difcovered in himfelf an Itch for Play before, and 
he certainly would have been inticed to have par- 
took of the Sporty if the State ot \\\& ^oOsj^X \vaA 
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trot prttenied him. Thi» Ptt'ty ftwi fh^d, Wid a 
Peribn drdUkd Vfkc a^litafy Mm iTkmg ttp a 
Mact, fenqtiired if iny "orc thofe topUy 4i Gftme; 
Did, who had beeh reckoned a tdterabtePfofidem 
tit tills Grame at Denhrgb, iK^pud the Challenge, 
and they fct to for a Shilling. Otrr Hero won the 
firft five Games, wirhotft his Amagofiift'fi ever gci- 
trng abote fi^ or fix of the Game. Notwithftand* 
ing this Difpariiy in their Pfay, hil Aiwagonift was 
ftill defirous of increafing the Sum he played for : 
Dicky who had never woTi Xo much Money in his 
Life, though he had frequently conquered thofe 
whopUyed wiihlim for many a Gallon of fytljh 
Ale, was eafily p^evaiIed upon lodouble his Betis : 
he wg^ ftill fuccfef^ful, and intteafed his Gain to 
twenTy-'fi've Shillings, ^hen he •'ds defirous of- 
leaving off. A By-ftander, whoh^ toft nearly as 
many Pounds as Dick had won Shillings, broke out 
into an Eitdamation which was quite unintelligible 
Ht this Time to Drck: By «< G — d. Sir, faid he (to 
«* his Antngonift) you are able to give him fix, if 
<* you had a Mind to win.** This Aflfcveration ap- 
peared very ridiculous to Richard, who couW not 
t:oncei ve any one would lofe his Money defignedf y : 
However, now playing for Half-a-Guinea each 
Game, our Hero found his Antagonift improved in 
his Play proportionably to the Sum he played for, 
and having loft three Games fucceffively he threxfr 
tlowli bis Stick and would play no more.

Things would not have taken that Turn. But this 
had no EfFed upon Did:, whb ftill imagined that 
if he had continued playing on. Fortune would 
fiave favoured him again as inu(A\ il^\vYi^«x.^\^\ 
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And iff tMs O{>inion i>ici rcfolved td rftife as miich 
Ctffli ms he pofiUy could, and retnrn the MSEtt 
Night, which he accordingly did ; and having re<- 
M^>ed Aie Party, the Perfon who had badced him 
^e Night before, «nd had won twenty-fiTe Gui- 
neas tbereby, advifed him to flay for five Guineas-a 
-Gaitte and he would fo in his Halves. Had Duk 
^ntured upon fech a Sum at firft, and loft only one 
Game, it would nearly have ei^tiaufied his whok 
Caprtal, fo thtt he ceuld not, ^itb all the Rhetoric 
that was ufed on the Side of his Badcef, be prevailed 
iifMMi to play for more than a Guinea, and this was 
upon Conditiion of his friend's 'Hoing half. 

Dlc^ vfus beat feur Games fucceifively, his Part- 
ner fiill applauding hi« great Play, and imputing 
their i!) Swcccfs to bad Lucie; at Length he found 
he had no mcrt Money left, and he thought it was 
Time ust difcontinae. Our Herd was a good tJeal 
mortified at his Lo^, and more efpecially as the 
M©ney had been prodiaced by pledging his beft 
Cloaths : however, he found that, notwithftanding 
his Misfortune, Nature required (bme Suftenance, 
and having eat nothing Kince Breakfaft, it was nt- 
ceffary to repair to a neighbouring Houfe, in order 
to gain fome Refrefhment. He was (hewn into «

in, and in this Manner impofing themfeives upon 
him for bad Players, in order to obtain Odds, 
When they were able to give them ; by referring 
any Difpute to each other, and by this Means be- 
ing fure of a Decifion in their Favour ; by laying 
Wagers, and putting the Money into one of their 
Hands to hold Stakes, and afterwards by Quibble 
and Stratagem fo perplexing the Argument as to 
render it impofilble ever to be decided, i^c, i^c. i^c. 
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Such a Scene of Villainy was here laid open to 
Dicky that hh Blood boiled with Ire and Revenge 
to make an Example of Two fuch Villains: But 
ignorant of the proper Method of bringing them 
to Joftice, and unwilling to appear in the Charac- 
ter of an Informer, he was obliged to leave them dill 
to prey upon the ignorant and unwary. He never* 
thelefs wrote an anonymous Letter to a certain po- 
pular Magiftrate, giving him Information of the 
Difcovery he had made, with a Defcription of their 
Perfons, and added the Names he had learned they 
went by.

Thougli be had loft the Produce of bis beA Coal 
al BiUiards, he was ftill ia PoOeffioft of a tolerable! 
decern Suit ; and Dick<y whot picked up Masimfi 
fafter than he did Patienis, ^< was refolved to keep 
** good Company as bng as hewa^able; 7«» 
^* Dapperwit having always atverred^ thai there 
^' was neither Honour nor Profit \f>. be reaped 
«« from poor Folks/* To this. End then Dkk who 
took upon him a medicinal Title,. (Vequented 
the beft Ordinaries at the polite End Qf the Town^ 
and being introduced at a certain CofFee-boufe near 
Da/lle-Streety he eat Soup with Officers of Ranky 
and more than once bad the Honouj to dine with a 
crazy Baronet. 

DUk, who had noTmall Share of naturoi Curto* 
fity, was very deiirous of bein^ acquainted with the 
Cbara&ers of' his Fellow-Gueib ;. aiad his Introduc- 
tory who was an Half-pay Lieutenant, and whof^ 
Spleen and Ill-nature were proportionablyincreafcd 
with the Diminution of bis Pay^ was glad of fo fa- 
vourable an opportunity of indulging his mod gra- 
tifying Paffion/.

Guefts to the Tafte of the Viftuals, as their Atten- 
tion had hitherto been intirely taken up with 
Soup and the two Monopolies. 

When the Subaltern had repafted himfelf as 
much as he could upon the Fragments which de- 
fccnded from the upper End of the Table, he re- 
newed hisDefcriplion of the CharaSers of the dif- 
ferent People about him. " The Pcrfon who fits 
«* on your Right-hand ((aid he to Dick) drefled in 
" that tawdry Suit of laced Cloaths, was a few

^^ Letter of Advice came to the commanding 
^^ Officer to difmifshim, hvsBtov\i^T \\2csv^%died 
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*^ the very day he fet fail From England; and he be- 
** coming poflefTed of fifteen hundred Pounds a 
" Year, his Brother's Executors had purchafed his 
^* Liberty, and obtained his Recal. Accordingly 
^ he was brought out of the Hofpital, and being 
'^ cleanfed and doathed in decent Apparel he was 
** placed at the Captain's Table, who till then was 
^* unacquainted with the Connexions of his late 
*^ Soldier and prefent Guefl. He was now ac* 
*^ commodated in the bed Manner the Fort would 
^^ allow ; and having in fome noeafure recovered 
*' his Health, he returned to England on board the 
'^ firft Ship that failed for Europe, He has fince re^ 
** fumed his former ridiculous Appearance ; and 
*^ notwithftanding his apparent Frugality in many 
" Refpeds, ftill continuing to purchafe all his 
*^ Cloths Second-hand, eating at Ordinaries, and 
*' living in a Garret, he is neverthelefs fo contra- 
" diSorily extravagant open various Occafions, 
*' particulariy with regard to the Ladies of Plea- 
** fure, to whom he is one of the greateft Dupes 
" now about Town, that it will not be furprifing 
** if in a. few Years we fee hira in the fame mife- 
'* rable State from whence the Death of his Bro- 
*' iher rcleafcd him, without having done one A6t 
** that reflefied honour upon himfelf, cr tended to 
** the good of Mankind, 

** The little black Man who fits oppofite to you 
*^ (cotiimued RichanTs friend) is z Frenchman^ 
** though ho difowns his Country, and fays he is a 
*' Swi/s : Neither wilt he acknowledge that he is a 
** Jcfuit, though it is well known by many that he 
*' belongs to that Order. He came over in the 
** CharaSer of Mafter of Languages v and though 
*^ he is ignorant of every Tongue ih £i/ro^^ funda- 
^* mentally, he had the Art of infinuating himfelf, 
«« by Means of the Recommendauou o\ Wi\^

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^* Minifters, to whom he rendered himfclf very 
** lifeful in dlfFerent RefpeSs, in many good* Pa- 
** milies. However he foon loft his Credit in this 
<• Capacity; for Three of his Female Scholar^ 
«* eloped in Six Months, Two were theri pregnant, 
** and one is now in Keeping by a Foreigner of 
** Diftindion. If he could no longer aft in the 
** Charafler of Mafter of Languages, his Talents 
*' in the other Vocation, were become fo famous, 
" that he had more Bufinefs upon his Hands than 
" he could execute himfelf; fo that he wasobliged 
<* to employ Two Afliftants, to whom he allowed 
«* proper Stipends. He has had the Honour of pimp- 
«« ing for Perfons of the firft Rank, and is fuppofed 
" to have transferred as many Maidenheads to the 
« Nobility as he is now poffefled of India Bonds. 
•^ He has, however, drawn upon himfelf the Aver- 
«< fion of many, even amongil his Enriployers : For 
^ thottgh they approved his Dexterity as a Bawd, 
<* they could not help defpifing the Pander ; add 
*< to this the Refentment of the Relations of thofe 
<« Females whom he has been the Inftrument of 
«< deluding ; fo that he frequently meets with Af-

<^ andnotwiihftandinghe hasbeen more than once 
'« refufed admittance at Court, he ftill perfifts in

AGREEABLE to their Refolution the;

" an Intrigue with a Nun, which was difcovered, 
**^ he^and his Miftrefs were obliged to make their 
** Efcape out of France^ left the Laws of that Coun- 
^ try (liould have been ii>fti6^ed upon them for their 
" IndVfcpetion. They took Refuge in HolUnJ^ 
" where (he exerted her Talenis as an Adrefs, and 
'* in that Capacity attraded the Attention of a rich 
" Burgo-mafter, who took her into Keeping, and" ' 
*' (he allowed him a certain Sum to live upon ; not 
*' being contented wiih her Bounty, in endeavour-

** ftrefs would never forgive : So that after repeaf-

" ceffity of decamping, as he had no longer any 
" Credit at Amjltrdam^ and as all his Money and 
** moft of his Cloaths had long fmce been difpofed 
^ of. In a word, he thought proper to come o^er 
** \o England^ where he was for fortie time in the 
" uttnod Indigence ; but changing his Religion, 
*' the Committee of the i'V^;7r>^ Refugees ailow- 
*' ed him a fmall Support till fuch time as he 
** could get into fome Kind of Bufinefs. He at 
** length obtained the Place of French Teacher at 
** a Boarding School fome Miles from London. He 
** was now enabled to make a more decent Appear-

•* An Opportunity foon occurred ; and a certain 
** Scotch Peer foon after taking Notice of her at 
** Ranelatrh^ found Means ^o have a Conference 
*' witli her ; in which he made her fuch Propofals, 
** as (lie thought it would be imprudent for her at 
*'' prefent to refufe. A Lodging was taken for her, 
*' and my Lord repeated his Vifits. Her Hufband 
** immediately took the Alarm, and- threatened a 
" Profecution foi Crim. Con. But his Refentment 
** was foon ftifled by an Agency from hisLordihip, 
" with 200/. ready Money, or Security for an An- 
*' nuity of 50/. a Year for his Life. The Sight 
** of the Money was too alluring; he bad never 
** feen fuch a Sum before, and he fairly gave up_ 
** all his Pretenfions to his Wife for the Enjoyment 
" of the Gold. Flufhed with his Succefs, and ima- 
** gining his Fortune was now made, without the 
** Poffibility of that Jade*s ever turning her blind 
^^ Side to him sgzin, he went that \tTy Afitiwoon

THE Philofopher's Stone has unfuccefsfully gra- 
velled the Brain of many pfeudo Philofophers 
for fome Ages. The Perpetual Motion has been in 
perpetual Agitation, without Caufe or real Primum 
Mobile^ for as many Centuries. The Longitude 
has fathomed ttve InteUefts of all our Navigators, 
and proved the legtflativei^efolution, if not illegal^ 
^t ItikA ill'/aunded. Nor can all the Difciplcs of 
Eyelid, in or out of their Elemefits, fqoare the Cir- 
cle, and bring MatheiiMitojs^toJft Point, However 
arduous thefe Tafks may be, how much foeverthey 
may have foiled Alchym^s, Navigators, and Ma- 
thematicians, they are «afy, praiaicable, demon- 
ftralive, when put in Competition with that great 
Jrra;jum which fo many have attempted, without 
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one fucceeding, except it were in a rctaliative Proof 
—that is, io convince a Man hi is -a Fopi, 

Who would have thought that Dick and the 
Captain would ever mutually have fet about fo dif- 
ficult an Attempt ? Yet fo it was, Dick having de- 
clared his Difguft to fo much Mufic, and acciden- 
tally let drop that he never found fuch a Quarttliy 
of Sound accompanied with much Senfe, the Cap- 
lain immediately took up the Cudgels in Defence 
of the harmonious World, and fo bang'd Phyfic a- 
bout with Bafs-Viols, Hautboys, and Humdrums,, 
that he fcarce left a Tye-Wig and a black Coat 
unmofefted.

The Captain, who was himfelf a Scotchman, fired 
at this Infult, as he thought it, upon his Country, 
alked Dick with fonie Eniphafis, '* Whether he 
*« meant that as a national Refk^ion ?" *' What

Every Incident, however trivial, however dan- 
gerous, may, confidered in a philofophical Light, 
be turned to fome Advantage. Now if this Dif- 
f>i//e had not happenedy and the Challenge beea 
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given^ I and the Reader might in all likelihood 
have been left in the Dark, with refpeS to the Cap- 
tain's Country and his Name. So that after having 
been fo long peftered with his Nonfenfe, we might 
at length have dropped his Acquaintance, without 
fo much as knowing who he was, or where he 
came from. 

Now let us fee how Dick behares upon this Oc- 
cafion. I would, as a peaceable Man and a Philo- 
fopher, advife him not to accept or anfwcr the 
Challenge : But then as a Hero — as a Parafite— a» 
DickSwaUow — ^Son of the Reverend Mr. Swallow-^ 
defcended lineally from King Edgar — as a Gentle* 
man, and, what is ftill more, as a DoSor, he can- 
not tamely put up with fuch an Infult — left he 
fhould be taken by the Nofe in every CofFee-houfe 
in Town, and peremptorily declared and pro- 
nounced a Coward.

THE tad Chapter fufficiemly proved, I think, 
Dick*s Courage and Heroifna : So that I 
would have the Reader be very cfvil to him, and 
not cavil at any thing he may do or fay, left he 
ftould call upon him in Hyde-Park^ or behind ildGwi- 
tague-Houfe.

Lace of her, foon put me in a Way of getting 
I " Money pretty fiaft. She told me Jbe had a Sit of

** Houfe ; ani that as I bad never been in Cvmpany^ 
** J might command my own Price from them. In 
^* this (he did not deceive me ; but at the End^of 
** Six Months, 1 found I had made no great Acqiii- 
** fition by my I«duftry, fave Laces, Gewgaws, and 
** ahigBeI/y.Sh^ took this Opportunity ofteNingme 
** it would be prudent of me to make fome Pre- 
** parations for my Lying-in ; and ad vi fed me to 
** take a genteel Ho'Jfe in the polite Part of the 
*^ Town^as I might have Credit for Houlhold Fur- 
** niture, or whaiever elfe I might want, upon her 
" Recommendation. I was cait^y prevailed upon 
** to follow the Advice of a Woman of her Expe-

** Street, GrofvMor-SquQre, which was furnifhed by.

Fellow, Jack had run through Ten thoufand 
Pounds, and a good Share of Health, in Purfuit 
of Jollity. — He had facrificed his Fortune and Con- 
ftitution to Mirth and Frolic, and he now found.a 
State of Mendicity the Goal of the Career of his 
Happinefs. Jack had a greater Colle£tion of double- 
cntendre Toafts, and fung more humorous Songs, 
than any Choice Spirit about the Garden : He drew 
a long Cork with a peculiar Grace, and pronouncd 
upon the Goodnefs of the Claret with unconnmon 
Emphafis. Thefe were doubilefs fufEcieut Recom- 
mendations for him to a good Dinner, and he did 
not fail to plead his Privilege upon every favoura- 
ble.

Mr. Skinjltnt was a Man of a very different 
Turn. He was poffefled of an Annuity of One 
hundred Pounds a Year, out of which he faved 
Fifty, yet always appeared genteelly drefled, and

By ihefe Means he pa (Ted for a very 
well-bred Man amongft all the Women ih genteel 
Keeping ; and as his Manners and Converfation 
flattered tiieir Vanity, fo it tickled his Palate at a 
fmall Price, having by this Means fecured himfelf 
a Cover at almoft every kept Table in the Purlieus 
of Covent-Garden and St. Jameses. Thus did Mr. 
Skinflint pafs an eafy, luxurious, indolent Life, fave 
Fifty Pounds a Year, uiih the Approbation and 
Efteem of the Majority of the fine Women of this 
Metropolis, and that fatisfaftory Reflexion that he 
was a Gentleman ^f a competent Fortune. This is a 
Reflexion that few, who are not in the Capacity 
of making, either know its Value, or are able fb 
relifh the confolatory Savour it exhales. How fa- 
lubrious to think a Man can ftrut at large, wear his 
laced Coat and his Sword^ give himfelf Airs, and 
do nothing I — How much fuperior is this rational 
felf'important Being to a Plebeian, who, though 
he may have amaffed fome ThouCanda by honeft 
Induftry, cannot blazon a Coat of Arms, or call 
himfelf a GENTLEMAN! 

Mr. Siar^za feldom mi (Ted a Day of paying his 
Compliments to Mrs. Filets and he almod as fre- 
quently prefented her with a Copy of Verfes, an 
Ode, or an Acrollic, which cither played upon her 
Name, or chimed upon her Virtues. Mr. Stanza 
was doubilefs a great Poef, if the Quantity and not 
llie Quality of his Produdions were to afcertain the 
Standard qf his Merit : Though we would not fup- 
pofe hifT) under any lunar Influence, it is certain 
he ftione with more than commonBriMiancy once a 
Month ; and if you could not trace him by Initials

As he was going to correS a Proof at his Printer's, 
he unluckily run foul of his Taylor in Pater-nofier- 
RoWf who reminded him of a fmall Bill which 
remained unpaid. ** Why (faid Stanza) call upon 
** me To-morrow Mornings and I will give you a 
*^ Draught of Helicon upon the Batik oiParnaffu$P 
I have no ObjaHhn to it (replied the Taylor) if Mr. 
Helicon // a good Man and a Houfekeeper. 

Mr. Hazard was undoubtedly a Gentleman and a 
Man of Spirit : He had killed his Man, and thrown 
for a Thoufand ; but he had had a Run of ill Luck 
for fome Time. Neither a Dupe nor a Duel had 
fallen to his Share for many Months; fo that he 
lived upon Honour and Fortune in the Perfpeftive,.

Yet the 
CaptaJR di^ hot think it any Difparagement to 
wait upon Mrs. FilUt about Three o'Clock, praife 
her Cookery, and admire her Paftry. 

Mrs. PiJUty and thefc Five Boarders, Duk may 
literally be fajd to have had in Keeping, as they 
fcarce ever miffed a Day of doing him the Ho- 
nour of their Company. Our Hero was not at 
this Period fo thorough-paced a Parajitt as to know 
that the many Encomiums that Were paffed upon 
himfelf and Mrs. Fillet were in faQ only fo many 
Recommendations of the different Regales they

This Reflexion ftruck Did at a Time that he 
was no- way prepared for it* — at a Time that he 
though t^fc had learned how to lite, and, what is 
inuch more, procured the Means of doing it — at a 
Time he imagined he had baffled all the Wiles of 
the blind Goddefs, and that he really had triumph- 
ed over Fortune : — But here comes the Sequel.

** (faid Dick) and is there no Codicil to it ?" *' None 
<* at all," replied the Lawyer. *« Why then (faid 
*' he) I am pretty certain there muft be another of 
" a fubfequent Date." And propofing a fecond 
Search, Mr. Skinner flew into a violent Paflion, de- 
claring that flie never took any Step of fo much 
^Confequetice without cdnfulting him. Dick ftlll 
perfifted in his Refolution of examining, vvhidi the 
Coachman by this time as ftrenuoufly oppofed as 
the Father Confeflbr ; and they ceft^inly would 
have carried their Point and thrs Will to be regif- 
icred at the Commons^ if the Lawyer had not de-

IM o s T acknowledge I think we have made 
Did a Man of Fortune rather too foon, con- 
fidering wc have fcarce carried him through a Vo- 
lume, and that he has not yet appeared in the 
CharaSer which he bears. It certainly would 
have been more politic in me to have kept him in 
a Siate of Indigence as long as I could, that I 
might have made a Car's Paw of him at Will : For 
how can a Man in Affluence be ridiculous ?

gument, if I might not thereby deftroy the very 
End I propofe ; namely, To make Dick Jiill an 
agreeable Comfianion^ though be is no longer obliged to 
flay at Hide and-Seek with Bailiffs ^ run a Tick for 
a Dinner ^ or fkeiver yp bii Breeches^ to prevent tbt 
Vijibility of his Naked nefs. 

As a Cafuift I could not reconcile to myfclfcon- 
fiftently, either the advancing of Falfuies, know- 
ing them to be fuch, or the endeavouring at en- 
riching myfelf by renderfng another Man poor;

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and laftiy, as a Biographer I wa«s under the Nc- 
ceffity of relating Fads and Events really as they 
occurred, other wife I became accountabfe to my 
Readers on the Score of good Faith and Veracity. 
Thefe, and a Thoufand other as cogent Reafons, 
induced rhe to proceed in a regular Manner in trac- 
ing our Hero through his various ViciiTitudes, till 
fy^ch Time as we have placed him- ■ 

But to avoid Anticipation, which is the moft 
disagreeable Thing in the World to a Reader of ^ 
Xafte, we muft not antedate in this Place any

Every one apptauded the Pertinence of Mr. 
Stanza*% Obfervations ; and they fo much pteafed 
and convinced the Dodor, that he promtfed he 
vrould take no farther Notice of Hazard** ImpTen- 
tinence. 

The Reader will, in all Probability, imagine 
that Hazard would never fet his Foot again in the 
Doflor's Houfe, after fo abrupt a Departure ; bu< 
iri this he Will find himfelf egregioufly miftalten :

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*^ requifite that there ftiould be a Man of fome 
** little Breeding amongft you to teach you good 
** Manners." Dick^s (Veljh Blood was in a very 
high Fernnent long before Hazard had arrived at 
the mannerly Part of his Difcourfe, and he would 
certainly have knocked him down with a Bottle^ 
if Mrs. Fillet had not feized hold of his Hand in 
the very critical Minute. Such a general Infult 
to the whale Company had now engaged every 
one in ihe Quarrel as deeply as Dick: So that the 
Captain had an Opportunity of teftifying his Cou-

This Difiance was no fooner uttered than Ha-- - 
zard took the Captain by tht Nofe; which he im- 
mediately relented with a Blow on the Face. And i 
now. .Mr. Hazard told him it was time to make.: 
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fome Apology to the Lady, and retire ; which they 
accordingly did, notwiihftanding every Endeavour 
that wasufed to prevent Mr. Mac Campbell ioWovJ- 
ing him. 

Dinner had been for fome time ferved, and was 
cooling a- pace, when the Propofal was made by 
Mr. StvalhtVy that the Gentlemen prefent (hould. 
follow, to endeavour at preventing the Mifchief 
that might be expe£^ed ; but this was not at all 
reliflied by either Mr. Skinflint^ or Mr. Stanza^ 
both excufing themfelvcs, by faying they did not 
chufe to be concerned in fuch a difagreeable AfFairj.

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f^re not intirely oF the fame Opinion, we (hall not 
trouble the Reader with it. Mr. Stanza faid this 
Affair had revived in his Thoughts the Notion he 
had entertained for fome tiq|.e pad of writing au^

Danger F and bo%v long tt wonld be. before be could^ 
be able to go abroad ? 

Though Mrs. Fillet\ Behav4our. could not help 
attrafiing the Notice of every one in G)mpany, and 
particularly the DoSor, he had Prudence enough 
for the prefent to conceal his Surpri^e^. in order to , 
difcover if there were np .other Grounds than mere. 
CompaiTion for Mr.s. ri7/</'s.TeDderners towards^ 
Hazard, His Sufpicions became very ftrongly 
grounded, when in a Dream that very Night (hq. 
cried out, ** O my dear Hazard^ it muft not be — : 
**. you (halt not die — you muft no| go.wiihout mp." 
Even this Difcovf ry ^V^ ftill kept a iSecret, refoiv-. . 
ing in his Mind to break off.his prefent Attachment 
the firft favoarable Opporiunityahat afFejred., 

Had not Mrs. Fillet^ nodurnai Declaration fuf7 , 
ficienily convinced the. Dodor of her Infidelity to- 
wards him, aL^tter which TwoD.ay§ after fell into , 
his Hands, would have intirdy removed the fmalleft . 
Doubt that could have rentained upon this Head. 
This was aLeJier from Mr. Hazard ioM^s^FilJep^ 
in Anfwer to one^he.had received f^m her ; where- 
in *Vhe defired her to lay afide hei; Inientiojps of 
•i paying him a Vi(it in Perfon, as befides the 
^<Jiifqu€ i5c would rijn of being difcovcr.ed by the 
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** ' DoSor, the Safety of her own Health (hould pr e- 
*♦ vent her taking fuch a Step, there being a Per- 
" fon then lying ill of the Small-Pox in the fame 
*^ HoufCy and, confidering (he had never had that 
" Diforder, ftie might probably catch it." 

Mr. Hazard W2LS in this Refped an excellent 
Prognofticator ; for Icarce a. Week eFapfed before 
Mrs. Fillet had all the Symptoms of this terrible 
Diforder upon her. She teftifitd great Surprize at the 
Event, and Dick h^d Charity enough not to abate 
his upon the Occaiton. She had ^all poflible Care 
taken of her ; and though Mrs. Fillet was in a very 
dangerous Way, (he foon recovered, and imagin- 
ed ftie had no other Mortitication to undergo than 
that which her Looking-Glafs infliSed upon her. 

• The Do^or had never declared his Intention 
concerning his future ConduStoMrs. Fillet ^ when 
one Day,,w.hilrt fbe was paying a Vifit to.Mr. iia- 
zard, he had the Apartments ftripped of every 
Thing belonging 10 him, leaving upon her Dref- 
(kig-Table a Note, intimating that her Landlady 
would let her remove all her Gl oaths and Goods 
without interruption; bu4. that (lie muft look for 
her future Support 10 Mr. Hdzard. The Receipt 
of this Card failed not to hurry Mrs. Fillet into an 
early Porfuit of the Do£tor ; (lie way-laid him, and 
wrote to him at every CofFee-honfe and Place (he 
knew he frequented. At length (he accoAed him 
in the Park, where (he behaved in a fuch a Marw- , 
ncr, that.he thought prudent to.wjriiejo her the 
following Letter:

** Mrs. Fillet, it were ridiculous to fan a PafSon, 
*' of which the dying Embers communicate not 
" the lead Heat — How irkfome to us both to

^ would be completely difagreeable, as all ray 
<* EflForts to pleafe would not afford the fmalleft

Nor does he (hine in Latinity alone, 
ftrifMy fo called: He has entered, with becoming 
'Rclifli, into the more recondite Parts of Roman 
Lore. In the Courfe of his Probation he threw 
out, inter alia^ fome ftriking Luturs on the moft ob- 
fcurc Paffagcs of Perjius^ (hewing to a Demonftra- 
lion that that Satyrift would have been ftill more 
crabbed than he really is, had it not been that he 
was, in his younger Years, a Pupil of that excel- 
lent School mafter Cornutus (Vide Eufeb, Chronic, et 
Feffium ipfum in Sat. 5.) Going back with him 
to Lucretius^ he anfwered the fophiftical Reafon- 
ings of that philofophic Poet, with a Force and 
Btauty of Argumentation, which We have only 
known equalled by that of the Cardinal de Polfgnnc, 
And when We put old En'nlus into his Hand, he 
took Occafion from the obftlete Words of that ve- 
nerable Bard, to give Us a Hiftory of the Latin 
Language; wherein he traced out [radio quaji de^ 
fcrifjftt] the Changes which that energetic Tongue 
had underwent, from the Time of its palling 
through the Hands of the Author jnft mentioned, 
till it was completely fafhioned under the Aufpices 
of Augujlusy when the Roman Language, as well 
as Empire, fhone out in its greateft Glory. As Ho- 
mery however, is obferved by the ( Viiics to nod 
fometimes, {Hor. Ars Poet. v. 359.) fo here we 
thought to have, caught our Candidate napping. 
His Hiftory fetting off from Ennius^ without Men- 
tion made of any Thing prior to that Period^, look- 
ed fomewhat fufpicious : We fancied therefore he 
had carried his Refearches no farther back, and 
flattered ourfdves that now at laft we (hould have 
aStuaUy gravelled him. Dr. Cameron^ ovv ^W^^ 
this Part oftbc Exaoiination pT\rkc\^^\\^ ^^>^^^^\ 
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(for we muft give its due Praife lo this Manoeuvre of 
our Brother) manifefted in this nice Conjunfture 
all that P'refence of Mind and Alertnefs which ar€ 
fo very natural to him. He inftantly quedioned 
Mr. SWALLOW upon the Axamenta or Saltan 
Verfes of Numa, of which Cicero acknowledges 
himfelf ignorant, and which ^intilian pronounced 
to be hardly known even to the Priefts of his 
Time : He laboured to pofe him upon the Compo- 
fiiion of the famous Treaty between Tarquin the 
Proud ^T\d thtSabines^ ih^K was written at Gabiion 
a Bull's Hide: He put twelve different Queries 
to him touching the Laws of the XII Tables the 
— ^^'"^Tabulas peccare vetanteSy 
^uas bis quinque viri fanxerunt, 

Hor. Epift. lib. II. ep. i. ver. ij. 
And then proceeding to Dw/7//i/j's Roftral Monu* 
ment in the Forum^ he demanded, as a Thing of 
capital Confequence, and indeed as ^ fine qua non^ 
a fuH Explication of that precious Remain of Anti- 
quity. Mr. SWALLOW, far from being intimi^ 
dated by thefe Interrogatories, the bare Mention of 
which would have been fufGcient to daunt many 
an able Profeflbr, flnfwercd lo all and every one 
of them with DiftinQnefs and Clearnefs ; not (A(' 
courfing, however, on each fcparably, and without 
Connexion, but interweaving his Elucidations into 
a charming Detail, which he commenced from the 
firft Rud'iments of the Language, when as yet it 
was imperfedly lifped in the Cradle of Romulus^ and 
deducing it, in a beautiful Progreilion, through all 
Its gradual Improvements, till he arrived at length

the Entrance of 50,000 Men into Livonia. As 
to the Intrjgucs of the Gtwrts of F'erfaitUs and 
Madrid^ he feemed acquainted with their origi- 
.nal Springs irod Sources, with all their various ln- 
terefts dircQ and indircQ:, together wi^h their to* 
nricatc Chafciofitconoatenating EflFefts ; aiid^wasfo 
deeply injftruaed in aII the Beliberatioos ^ol the 
Cabinet "Coun^ib of the petty Princes -df Uaiy^ 
that it would feem as if h€ kept each df their 
Prime Miniflers in cohftant Pay. Such 'was hisexten* 
'five Knowledge oT the various Interefts tjfthc Prin- 
ces of Eunpe. — ^"But when; he canve to ottr Do-

Having been early admits 
ted one of the Chemical Committee, he hadjfeen^ 
by thenooftfimple, and yet furprifing Pracefe, the 
moft nanTeous- Train-Oilinftliotly transformed^ in^- 
to. thepureft Sailad OH, and which all Members 
conftintly 'ufed, with . the htgheA GuAo^* whenever 
ihe^ gave, a loofe to their Luxury upon ih&Seofe 
of Emlif and Salary. He had fe«i thclargeft and 
moftdubborn Trees torn up by the Roots, with 
amazing Facility, by a\ Hand> Machine as porta^ 
ble as a Snufl^box — Thcfe, and a Number of ufe* 
fbl EirpertnHtits, he had.bfcen an Kye^witoeftao', 
and flood amazed at the furprizing PeneH:ation of 
the Society^ and theiftrll morelfurpriiing. Ingenui^ 
ty and Dffmtcrednefs of irs Members, whatbusdiA 
dtbfed fuch ufeful and. valuable Difcov.eries', for fuch 
trifling (merely honorary) Rewards, that the Socie*- 
tjr be/lowed, 
0ar Hero the DoGtor had not, Viowevtr,'<j«v\ifcttv 
fufScienily Mim^tfid to^tfcourfe upon SLn>j ^v^V^t^ 
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thti occurred — Whctfier it was through a certain 
Bafhfulnefs and Modefly that fecniN epidemical, in 
this Society, and which few Members can fiir- 
mounty or whether the DoQtor, whofe Patribtifm 
wasthejtift Index of his Soul, did nor think any 
Sobjefil (iiffijciently intcrefting, wherein the 'real 
and injmediate Gbod.of his Country was not con- 
cerned, thus mucli.is certain,, he was able to refift 
all' tjie Importunities of Fime and' Reputation,, 
which he would at. any time have highly enhanced,, 
by ddjverihg upon any Otcafion. his Sentiments, 
tirt tbe patriotic Fiflr Scheme came upon, the Car- 
pet. He could then^ no longer with-hold, but, as 
if by a.fupernarural Impulfti he uttered a Speech,, 
the Parport wher*6P was nearly as follows,:

** bourer who cannot, with all his Induftry, pro- 
** cure the Neceffaries of Life, can be called eafy 
** in his Circumftances — ^Nay, I believe, no Gen- 
"** tieman of this Society, ever To defirous of ftart- 
** ing Abfurdities, will pretend to aver that Felicity 
^* and Famine were ever conneSed in the fame 
" Idea, however complex he may chufe to render 
** it. Yet, Mr. Prefident, it is notoiiotis to every 
^* Man who chufes to give himfelf the Trouble of 
** Thinking (and I doubt not but the Majority of 
'** the Members of this honourable Society fre- 
'^^ quently facrifice feme of their leifure Hours to 
*' Meditation) that the Neceffaries of every Kind 
<* are fo exorbitantly enhanced in their Price, as to 
** bear no Proportion with the Wages <)f the Ar- 
" tizan and Labourer, many of whom arc no 
«* better paid now than they were Fifty Years a- 
** go, when Provifions were at leaft Fifty per Cent,

" nbpolizers and Foreftallers of every Kind : For 
'* if the Subjeft was not loaded with any more 
" Taxes than the State really tmpofes and receives, 
'* he might be very well able to bear them; but 
'^ when the State levies a Halfpenny, the Goers- 
" between exjtft Two* Pence. It is only necefliry 
" to recur to two recent Taxes, to be convinced of 
" this — the Porter and the Coffee A&s. But pray, 
'* Mr. PreCdent, what have the additional Taxes 
" to do with Fiflii ? This Commodity at lead is free 
** from Impofl"; and yet it has been the ObjeS of 
" more continued Extortion than all the other 
•* Commodities lumped together. It is nothing ex- 
'* traordinary to fee » Fifli monger, in a few Years, 
** aniafs a Fortune of Twenty or Thirty thoufand 
^* Pounds, when perhaps he had not a Hundred 
>* Pounds at the firft fetting out. Why, Mr. Pre- 
" fident, I have been informed, from very good 
** Authority, that fome of the capital Fiflimon- 
** gers make 500 per Cent, upon every Article they 
" deal in. We have long and very juftly complain^ 
** ed of the extortionary Intereft the Pawnbrokers 
** exaS from the needy and neceHitous ; But what 
** is 30 or even 50 per Cent, comparerfio 500 ? Be- 
*' fides, they run many more. Rifques, and are kept 
** many more Months out of their Money. I do 
** not rnean by what I have faid any-way to excul- 
*• pat6^ the ufurious ConduQof thofe public Leech- 
** es the Pawnbrokers. I only mean to compare 
*^ the extravagant Gains of a Set of People who 
*^ arc looked upon to be the moft griping^ of any 
" irt Trade, with the virtuous, honeft Fiflimon- 
^ gers. It is true ihefe worthy mtTVV^^^N ^"^x 
^^ they do not grind the Face ol \\\^^oox \ ^^'^V 
Vol. JI. 1 '''' >\-.^\^ 
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** there is no Neceffity for any but the Rich tp 
" feed upon Delicacies — In this I believe they 
** arc right; for there is Jcarce a working Man in 
** a Hundred who has fat down to a Diih of Fifh, 
** without it were Sprats, for ihefe Twenty Years. 
•* But furely, Mr. Prefident, they would not pre- 
** lend to exclude every Man who has not a Thou- 
•* fand a Year from tafting a Bit of good Fifh ;. 
** and yet this is the plain Engli/b oi all this falfe 
** togic. Fifli, Mr. Prefident, feems by Nature 
*' to be the deftincd Food of Englijbmen. Every 
•' la^ander feems invefted by his ^fativity with aa

** ujbo are as numerous as tbey are uncanfimdy unahU. 
*' to call any one their Lord orMcfJIer, Yet thefe

SUCCESS is fometimes as fatal as ill Fo 
tune.— Had not tbc Fiih Plan (wherein Dick 
thought he had a coniiderable Share fucceeded fo 
marvel loufly well, |)«i-haps Di^k would have been 
difcoufagcd frx>m thcThcights of turning Projeflor 
himfelf. But finding that fuch lucky Hits not on- 
ly made a Man looked upon with much Impor- 
tance, but alfb might be the Means of procuring 
an ample Fortunci Dick's Thoughts were, from 
the firft Hour that Soals were Tended for Nine 
Pence a Pound in London^ refolved to attempt fome 
Scheme equally advantageous. 

The Society had for fome time promifed a Boun- 
ty to any ore who fliould produce a certain Quan- 
tity of Saltpetre made in England, The great Ex- 
tent of Dick'% phyfical Knowledge, for which he 
had very good Vouchers from Scotland^ readily in- 
duced him to believe that fo raluable a Secret was 
certainly left for fome fuch great Genius .as him- 
felf todifcover.

He paflcd (he Evenjng with Myn- 
heer Fandtrbrcc^eft^ who appeared uncommonly 
chearful and g»y upon the Strength of his Perform- 
ance ; and he told the Doctor to come in \\\t Morn- 
ing between Ten and Eleven to the I.nhoratofv, 
when he fhould be convinced that the SaUpeire and 
their Fortunes were made together.

by the ro^iD^P: /ITERS CLUB in STREET. 

Dick was poflefied of every rcquifiie Accomplifll- 
ment to recommend himfelf lo his Lordfiiip : He 
was patient in hearing, docile in retracing, and eafy 
of Convidion : He had no Opinion, no Judgment, 
no Sentiment : He faw, he heard, he felt with his 
Lordfhip's Organs : In a word, Dick promifed fair 
for rivalling the whole Club, and being the Chief- 
tain of Parafites. What added no fmall Weight 
lo Dick^^ Influence over his Lordlhip, and the im- 
portant Acquifiiion which he imagined he had here- 
by made to his Society, was Z>/V/^'s extenfive Learn- 
ing and profoiHtd' Skill in Politics. My Lord was 
charmed to find he always met with the Approba^ 
tion of a Man of the Dodor's Erudition,, upon e- 
very difficult Point whereupon he oflfered his Opi- 
nion— Though his Lordfhip was thoroughly con* 
vinced of the Rectitude of his Notions, ii^ gave 
h'lm no /"mall Saiisfadion to find that they fo im- 
mediately coincided with Mr. Swallaiw^.- 
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It imtgbt be imagined from thrs that Lord Shal'^ 
^^f»'« conClant Goefe were Perfona of no Figure in 
the learned or political World; but this wits far 
from being the Cafe. Dr. Waddie had hitherto 
flood fbrenYoft upon the Lift of his cUHical Friends. 
This Gentleman was perfeSly acquainted with e- 
very Edition of every Writer of any Eminence from 
/i£f^0^ down to Vokaire: He knew, by a Kind of 
Intumon,. all the Comments that had beeo made 
upon ail the varbus Readings of every Scholiail ex- 
tant. This and luch-like Knowledge could not fail 
<>f highly rcconrtmcnding him to Lord S/jafhiv, who 
had already fucked in as much Knowledge from 
the Doftor*s Etymologies and Definitions as might, . 
»f properly digefled, have furnifh^ the World with 
a very extraordinary and, no doubt, as ufeful a 
Lexicon. The Do^or had be (ides fome very re- 
markable Cures which he had performed in the 
Courfe of his extenfive PraQice, to recommend: 
him. Bting a lingular Man, he feldom mention- 
ed any Diforders that were in the common Track 
of Pre fori pt ion ; but he failed not to exult upon. 
Two very remarkable Cafes, which had bafflsd the 
Skill of the whole Faculty : Hs had cured the Du- 
chefsof M — — *i Parrot of the Stone In th<i Blad- 
der, and Lady Hrr^^—^s Momkey of a virulenc 
Gonorrhoea, which, in a prior Confultation, had 
been erroneoufly pronounced a feminal Weaknefs. 
-Captain Dandy^ wa-s another of his Lordfhip's 
Guefts. It cannot be faid tiiat this Gentleman ei- 
tl^r attempted or pretended to ihat Share of Learn- 
ing which fo eimnemly diftlnguifhed T>q6Xov H'^d-^ 
die. The Captain generally caught up the current 
Scandat of the Day — He knew when a fine Wo^. 
man of Faihion was ready to run aw^y with her 
Footman ; or another had turned Shoplifter, ro pre- 
pare hcT\e]i for cheating with move EW^^tK.^ -^x 
Quadrille :. He couW account ^ov vW'^^xvtv^^ <ciV 
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Living of every Sporus of the Age; and was tlie 
Horofcope of every Irifi Beauty's Virtue that daz- 
xled at Court, or was mobbed out of the Park. 
i>uch Intelligence and Calculations were particular- 
ly agreeable ta his Lordfiiip, as they furnifhed 
him with Opportunites of difplaying his Art, and 
manifefting his Satire. 

Counfcllor Nijiprius had many Talents, which, 
it mud; be acknowledged, he prodituted for the 
Sake of good Eating. He was frequently compel- 
led to facrifice his Judgment, to belie his Know- 
ledge,, and ^ive up his Sentiments eo a Man whom 
he really defpifed, bccaufe thefe were neceflary Tri- 
butes to be paid to his Vanity ibs fupporting his 
Acquaintance. 

The Reverend Mr. Paunch brought up the Rere 
of thefe right honourable Guefts. He faid Grace 
and crack'd a bawdy Joke in the fame Breath : He 
iandified Indecency, and was generaUy the fifft to 
promote the Aftei^Dinngr Toajl^. To fay that 
Mr. Paunch loved good E^tii«g, or that he could 
carry off Three Pounds and Three Bottles, would 
be a Sort of Infult to him — His Abilities were far 
iuperior to this when Venifon and Claret were the 
Objefts of Attention. As this Reverend Gentk- 
0ian never made any other Ufe of his Mouth, after 
^he firft Grace was laid, than for anutrimental Pur- 
pofe, fo he feldom entered into any Argument,, 
and confequenily fcarce ever gave his Lordfliip 
any Offence by contradi<SUng him ;: thinking that 
the Utterance, even of the Monolyllable J^j, would 
lake up more Time than he could well fparefrom 
Wit real Bufinefs of the Table. 

Dodor Swaihw was foon initiated into the My- 

ileries of this Society; and he had ailided at this 

^convivial Board, with the greateft Succefs, for fome 

Months, having ftriftly IoW^nv^^ vV\^ ^vA^'^ Uid 
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down^ and which it was necefiary to obferve^ in this 
refpedabl« Affociation ; though he was frequently 
a Spedator of fome of the Members failing under 
the Praiklent's Confure. For if his Lord(hip took 
the lead Difguft at any one's Speech, Beha- 
-viour, or even Gefiure^ though the Soupe were 
brought in, a Nod to the Servant would fpeedily 
remove the Culprit's Plate ; his Lordfliip telling 
him, with \\n moji expreffive Countenance, •* That 
** fie (hottld be glad to fee him on fuch a Day.'* 
This was a, Hint fufBcient ; and there was na Ap- 
peal to be made, no Repiy to be offered. DUk was 
at firft not a little furprized to find that this Beha- 
viour of his Lordfliip never feemed to drfcompofe 
the unlucky Gueft, who, upon thcfc Occafions^ 
departed with as much feeming Saitsfadion as if he 
had actually eat his Dinner ; and that he conflanl^ 
ly re-appeared,' at the ftated Period, with as much 
Complaifance as if nothing had happened. 

This was but one amongft many fingular Laws 
that were flridly obferved in the TO^D EATING 
CLUB. When Dinner was fini(hed, and a Couple 
of Glafles of Port gone round, his Lordfliip ufual^ 
ly pulled out his Watch, or enquired of his Ser- 
vants what it was o'Clock, which was the Signal of 
Retreat for thofe who were not particulafly invited 
to remain. But tbefe (eldom confifled of more than 
Two Members ; and to the Honour of our Hfero be 
k rei;orded, that he was aimed conftantly of this 
fmall Number. Upon thefe Occafions his Lord* 
fliip would fay> ^* Mr. Paur.cby I mufli fliew you 
** that Letter I have received. Doaor Swallow^ 
** youMI favour me with your Company te Cof- 
«* fee." When the reft of the Gucfts, having ta- 
ken their Hats, and made their Obeifance, difap- 
peared till Fmir o'Clock next Day.

ibip'i Regard and Attention^ when an unlucky ik^' 
cidcnt had nearly expelled him from thk honour ^^ 
ble Society. His Lord (hip was holdiag forch upo^ 
tlie Politica of the Day ; and having manttonc^ 
feme Promotions which were made in the Planta ^ 
tioQSy he h^n to expatiate upon the Natuce of oiK' 
Trade to the£i^ ladies; and concluded with obr- 
fecTiog) that the Company had not this. Year ap- 
pointed any Ship for Jammca. 

So grofs a Bkinder made every one dare ; but no 
one bad the Imprudence to fet his Lordfhip right ex- 
cept Dlckj who> whifperiftg in his Ear, and endear 
nouring to refeue yamukn from Afia^ had the Hint 
given, and his Plate removed, at the Entrance of 
the firft Courfe; his Lord(hrp telling him, lb 
fifiuld be glad tc fee bim wbett be came that ff^ay 
again, 

Notwithftandiag Dick*s unqueftionable parafitical 
AccomplifhmentSy he was deftitute of that Share of 
Philofophy fo neceffary upon this Occafion— Dr. 
Su/allotu^s Welch Blood was fired at the Infill r ; and 
though he had fa many (hining Exampfes for For- 
bearance before bim, he could not prevail upon 
himfelf to pafs by this Affront unnoticed, in a 
word, the Do8ior had a^iually wrote a Challenge 
to his Lordftiip ; when having communicated his 
Thoughts to Captaiu Dandyy ^^ho^t Affiftance he 
requeued in Quality of a Second, he was prevaiF- 
ed upon, with much Reafoning from the Gaf tain,.

THOUGH Dick accepted of the Apology

ed it with more Jufticc than at prefcrrt : For whilll 
he was revolving in his Mind howr he (liould fupplj^ 
the Lofs of his only Handkerchiefs wHich, even Hi- 
bernianA\)kt, he was not i\ovt poffeffed o/, he imfor-* 
tunately hit his Foot againlt a Stone, which rent tht 
Upper-leather of his Shoe almoft imirely from the 
Sole, It was now within a Quarter of Three — It 
wffi iiYipoinbie to wait vpoti my Loril^ and aiteni 
the Club, in that melancholy Situation : For though 
he had juft hit upon the Plan pf procuring a Hand- 
kerchief, by borrowing one from Dr. WadS^y who 
always carried at lead Half a Dozen in his Pockety 
there was no PofTibilily of averring that he had bii 
Pocket picked of his Shoes, in order to borrow a 
Pair; (b that fome Means vrere to be devtfed of 
procuring them.

THE prcfent State of otir Hero's IncKgcnce 
will, I believe, need neither Comntent nor 
IHuftration^ and the Reader will, I doubt not, bj 
this ihne fet him down for a d— -d unlucky Rafcal, 
wte, according to the vulgar Phrafe, war bom un^ 
der a Threepenny Planet , and would never be worth a- 
Groat. I muft acknowledge, 'though I wifli Doflor 
Swallow as \9ell as any Man livmg, and not without 
Reafon, and though I believe I am as little tin3u«» 
red ivith Superftition as any one breathing, I can- 
not help beginning to fufpe£l that his infernal (hot 
celeftial) Stars have had fome Share in his uncom- 
mon Fate. I did imagine I had furmounted every

Neverthelefs Dick could not pre- 
vail upon thofe who were left, nor the Mafter of the 
Houfe, tofurnifhhim with the Names of the De- 
linquents, as he would otherwife certainly have ac- 
quainted their Mafters and Ladies of their ConduQ, 
that they might, if they had any Senfe of Feeling, 
treat them in the Manner they deferved*

"IT 7 HEN Dick thought he had difcovered the Or- 
VV nucopia of Medicine, and the Fanacaa of Pa- 
nacitas, he found himfelf greatly difturbed by an 
Event, which though he had for fome time forefeen, 
he was in Hopes to have efcaped the ill EfFeSs which 
flowed from it. The DoQor, who had been play-

waited upon Dick one Morning to acquaint him he. 
had a Writ againd him for that Sum. 

Our Hero made but a ftiort Stay at the Spunging- 
houfe. As he was convinced by repeated Applica- 
tions to his former Acquaintance, even thofe who 
had lived upon him for Years, and who more than, 
once had been kept outof Jail by his Beneficence,, 
that there were not the leaft^ Grounds to hope for 
cither paying the Bond or fatisfying the Plaintiff j 
he readily confented to take up his Lodgings in the: 
kirJg^s Bench. 

He found this Prifon a mueh more fociable Place 
than he had piSured it to himfelf; for befides a 
Bookfellcr and a profefled Wit, he met with Two^ 
Authors and a profefled Poet. The Gentleman of 
ihe Trade wsls confined for. printing nothing more. 
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than a Libel ; one of the Authors for writing an 
inflammatory political Pamphlet; the Wit for 
want of Prudence ; the Author for Debt ; and the 
Poet for want of Bail. 

The Doflor's Time paflTed agreeably enough a. 
mongft this Fraternity, who behaved very cour- 
teoufly to their new Member j and Dick failed not 
to exert his Abilities to fecure that Applaufe which 
they fo laviflily beftowed upon him. There was 
but one Thing which gave DicJt at this^JunQure 
any Concern — It was neither the Lofs of Liberty, 
nor being deprived of the Company of his agreeable 
Help-mate ; both thefe he could have had the Phi- 
lofophy to bear — but unfortunately there was no 
getting the better of that all-powerful Argument the 
Res pecuniaria ; and the additional Misfortune was, 
that he could not adminifter his efficacious Remedies 
for his imaginary Diforders in his prefent Confine- 
ment. He found the Gentleman of the Trade was 
very comfortably fupported by his Bufinefs, though 
he was no longer a Shopkeeper : That one of the 
Authors, who was alfo a Phyfician, but who had 
never ytt taken a Fee, and had therefore turned a 
political Do^or^ had, befidcs many Douceurs which 
he received from the Party on whofe Side he had 
written, a living Income from the Bookfellers for 
a ProduSion in Embryo^ intitlcd 7be Hijiory of 
Prime Minijlers from the Revolution'** 

The other Writer had alfo his literary Refources; 
being early initiated into the Myfteries of Litera- 
ture, he was ere now a perfeQ Adept in that pecu- 
liar Science, which very few are acquainted with, 

though

intirely at a Lofs to account fox. 
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though fo many attempt — the Tranfmutation of 
bafe Words \nio Jierling Money. This Gentleman 
was particularly fortunate at expeditioufly throwing 
off Half a Dozen Numbers of a hebdomadal Work, 
or a Couple of neat Pocket Volumes. The Trade 
were convinoed of his Expedition, and the World 
acknowledged his Merit. 

As to the Wit and the Poet, their Food and Sup- 
port were light and equivocal — great Promoters of 
Fancy, and Auxiliaries to Invention. As ihcfe 
Seeds of Genius were cultivated in a Manner fo uni- 
verfally approved, it would not have been furprifing 
to have feen them equal a Swift^ or rival a Drydsn. 
But it fhould feem that this Culture, in whatever 
Eftimacion it may be, was not the natural Manure 
of their Talents, as they were never fo dull as when 
their Parts were thus metaphyfically nurtured. The 
Poet in one of thefe Flights fpoke a dreadful paro-^ 
dized Soliloquy : 

To eat or not to eat^^ 

And the Wit held forth very learnedly upon the 
Virtues and Advantages of Porter. 

*' 1 fhall attempt (faid this Genius) to prove the 
** Benefits and Advantages of Porter-drinking to 
** modern Authors and Poets. The Cheapnefs of 
*' the Acquifition, and the Ability of even a poor 
** Author drinking great Quantities, which may 
" ferve him as well for Meat as Drink — The fopo- 
*' rific and other excellent Qualities of this Liquor, 
«* are the only Ballaft for too volatile an Imagina- 
*' tion ; and though it doth not correS the Judg- 
" mcnt, it is fure, when taken in proper Qnanti- 
" ties, to deaden the Invention, and damp all viva- 
^^ cious Sallies, which are fo apparently and re- 
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** raarkably exuberant in all modern Works ofGe- 
** nius. It will, taken Night and Morning, con- 
** vert a Poet int«a Philofopher, and a Philofopher 
^^ into a Mathematician ; and has been known, in 
*' fome Cafes, to entify a Metaphyfician, and make 
** him argue upon real Subftances ; being affured, 
" from good Authority, that Lord BoUngbroh 
** wrote an elaborate and well-digcfted Treatifc 
** upon Hops and Malt.*' 

Here Dick defired him to advance no Falfities in 
Support of fo ridiculous an Argument— —And this 
celebrated Wit bad the Mortification to find, tha6 
though be had drank no Porter that Day, it was 
univerfally agreed he flood in no fort of Need of it, 
either to deaden his Imagination, or to check the 
Exuberance of his Fancy. 

The Dutch Merchant, who was poflefled of our 
Hero's Bond, finding that his Confinement render- 
ed him iniirely incapable of either paying the Mo- 
ney, or even fupporting himfelf, was prevailed 
upon to reftore Dick his Liberty, upon Condition 
of difcharging the debt by different Payments at 
certain ftipulated Times.

nifti in the Plains of Pampblitipn^ where he had 
)erfuaded himfelf that it was impoflible to fail of 
/iSory, when Liberty was written in Capitals upon 
heir Standard. On the other hand he had mufler* 
»d no contemptible Number of Forces in Favour of 
Scottijb Meafures and Scottijb Minifters ; but thefe 
be confidered as Mercenaries, unable to fupport 
themfelves without Subfidies pre*ftipulated with the 
contrafting Powers ; and therefore kept them in 
Ambufb, till they (hould be called out to Adion by 
fuch ftimulating Influence. Thefe Mercenaries^ 
who had for their Standard the Scotch Thiftlc, with

For though the 
auftere Reclufe, the felf-denying Hermit, or the 
more felf-denyinn Mifer, may rail at Senfuality^ 
and attempt to prove that all Men are Brutes who 
live more to eat than eat to live^ GlaJJe^ Harris^ 
Bradley^ and many other modern Philorophers, 
have fo fully exploded fuch ridiculous Notions, and 
fo clearly evinced that the good Things of this 
World were not in vain difpenfed us, but certainly 
intended as a Counterpoife to many Evils and Mis- 
fortunes attendant upon Humanity, that it would be 
fuperfluous in itie to attempt proving that the Pride 
of the one, the Folly of the other, and the Ava- 
rice of the third, fupplied the Place of all Paftion, 
and formed a Creed of Doftrine, which had ta- 
ken Root in proportion to jts Error, and which 
ao Reafon^ no Convidion can deracinate.

Secret) among the Mafoni; and even the barefoot- - 
ed Capuchins add.

It is, doubilefs, to thefe Two peculiar Privi- - 
leges, inherent in Englt/hmen^ that we may attri- 
bute a)J our GJory, aft our Succek "mv\v^\^x^'V^ ^\\ 
For. had not the Liberty of x\\e ?t^^^^Q ^^^^Nn^^ 
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fhot and removed the Bfnglan Party, and had rvot 
ourBeef and Pudding add^ fo efFeSual a Weight 
(not of Metal, but) of Corpulence to, a nd fo com- 
pletely invigorated the Navigators of our floating 
Batteries, we might, under the baneful Influence of 
Soup'tnengre (if fuch had been our Lot) have puAI- 
[animoufly yielded the Sovereignly of the main to the 
Gallic Flag. 

To confide r Eating in a phyfical Light, we moft 
certainly b?lievc that our Bodies muft be nourifh- 
ed proportionably to the Nutriment afforded it ; 
that the Qualities of our Diet mull be communica- 
ted to the Blood ; and that by a regular Circulation 
it muft, in due Courfe of Time difpenfe its Quali- 
ties to the other Juices, thence to the Solids : So 
that in a certain Series of Time our whole Bodies 
muft be ftrifl-ly analo^ou. to the Food we receive. 
Upon this Principle then every one who pays a pfoper 
Attention to \n% immediate and perfonal Welfare, 
will, doubtleft, confider goal Eating as the moft ef- 
fential Obje^aof our Lives, as the' moft important 
SubjeSofour Meditations. To illuftrate this ftill 
farther, it requires but little Applicati n to the ani- 
mal World to obfefve they thrive and flourifti in 
proportion to the Goodnefs and Qualities of their 
Food: So in human Life we feldom oi* never fee 
Poverty and Diftrefs attended with rofeate Health,^ 
chearful Looks, and blooming Air— Nay, the Poor 
and Needy conftantly indicate, by the Coarfenefs of 
their Skins» the Indelicacy of their Perfons, and the 
Noxioufnefs of their Effluvia, the naufeous Diet 
which juft aflFords them E«iftence — But look into 
thei^»#//^/of the delicate Females of Fafliion, who 
never touch aught but white Meats,, and the Nice- 
4/es of Nature i obfcrve the Beauty of their Com- 
p/exions, the SoAnefs^af theu S\saws, Ocvt O<io\^\ c^£ 
iJidr Jireaths. and you wouVd \tti3^s^x\^ v\\^^ ^tvci-

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ther Species of Beings ; at leaft that the firll were 
Earthen. War^, and thefe* the genuine Afeutlc 
Porcelaine. 

Our worthy Citizervs of London^/wnh great Pro- 
priety as the Governors of Ihc Metropolis, . lake pc-' 
culiar Care, on all Oecafions, to demonftrate their, 
Sentiments upon this noble, this patriotic SubjeQ : 
I mean good Eating. They ftand forth ftrikingr 
Examples to aW minonCorporations, who, as Bodies^ 
Politic as well as Corporate, flioii^ be pecu^iarly te- 
nacious of this great and fundamental Privilege 
(which certainly was intended to be comprized in 
Magna Charta) left any wicked Minifter might, by 
Scottijh or other Influence, extfaftiflg his oeconomir* 
cal. and parfinjonious Notions from the famlfhed^ 
Borean Mbuntains, endeavour- to circumfcribe this 
greiit, this national Prerogative *; But as it cannot
